dress racial, economic, and gender is¬ 
sues. And now, after four years at 
NGLTF and three years as its execu¬ 
tive director, Kerry Lobel announced 
last Friday, December 3 that she will 
leave in April 2000 to broaden objec¬ 
tives of her own. 

Her resignation is one of happi¬ 
ness, according to Lobel, who says her 
goals have been fulfilled and that she 
is looking forward to new challenges. 
Lobel told the Bay Area Reporter on 
Monday, December 6 that she won’t 
have “one second to think about” 
what she will do upon her departure, 
but that she first plans to travel, pos¬ 
sibly to Peru. 

“I’m looking for something that’s 
a different kind of adventure,” said 
Lobel. 

NGLTF will immediately begin a 
national search process to replace 
Lobel, who became executive director 
in December 1996, after serving as 
deputy director since January 1995. In 
this case, said Lobel, a national search 
is preferable to hiring from within the 
task force. 

“For one thing, the staff we have 
here are very excited about the jobs 
they currently hold,” said Lobel. “At 
the time that I was hired, I’m not sure 
the organization could have weath¬ 
ered the transition of an outside per¬ 
son coming in. But I’m completely 
confident we can thrive during this 
transition, otherwise I wouldn’t be 
leaving.

Mitulski slammed for ‘arrogance’ 
at Noe Valley shelter meeting

W hen the Reverend Jim Mitulski met 
Sunday, December 5 with Noe Valley 
neighbors of Metropolitan Commu¬ 
nity Church-Golden Gate on Church Street, 
where he hopes to establish an emergency 
shelter for lesbian and gay youth before 
Christmas, he was in for a bit of a shock. 

The openly gay interim pastor of the 
church’s small, diverse congregation, and 
full-time pastor of the largely gay MCC-San 
Francisco in the Castro, hadn’t expected a 
standing-room-only crowd. Nor did he ex¬ 
pect the vitriolic level of neighborhood op¬ 
position to the project, he told the BayJtiea 
Reporter after the meeting. 

He also didn’t seem to care, at least not 
until it became clear that his presentation at 
the meeting - which many attendees charac¬ 
terized as “arrogant” - could jeopardize over 
$100,000 he has requested from the city to 
support the proposal, originally planned to 
open December 15. 

“It is not the custom of our church to ask 
the neighborhood for permission on all our 
projects,” Mitulski snapped at some 150 
neighbors crammed into the church’s tiny 
nave, which will be lined with cots if his con¬ 
troversial plan goes through. “We are not ac¬ 
countable to you for what we do in our

I t was a rowdy beginning and an even 
rowdier ending at the eighth and last 
debate in the mayoral runoff in the Ten¬ 
derloin, but both Mayor Willie Brown 
and challenger Tom Ammiano kept above 
the fray of their supporters and presented 
their ideas before about 300 people last 
Sunday, December 5. 

San Francisco voters go to the polls this 
Tuesday, December 14 to vote for mayor 
and district attorney. 

Ammiano, who’s trailing Brown by 20 
points according to a San Francisco Chronicle 
poll published Monday, December 6, made 
what some called his strongest pitch yet dur¬ 
ing closing remarks at the hourlong debate at 
the Tenderloin Community School. Brown 
kept hammering away at the leadership issue, 
asking audience members whom they would 
rather see lead the city and work with state 
and federal leaders, such as Governor Gray 
Davis and President Bill Clinton. 

During his closing statement, Ammiano 
gave an impassioned talk. “There is a need 
and a feeling for change,” he said. “It’s not 
reflected in the editorials, it’s not reflected in 
the polls, but we’ve captured a group of vot¬ 
ers who are disenfranchised and lit them on 
fire. I look forward to carrying that torch.” 

“We are a city of one,” Brown countered. 
“There is absolutely no' room-to divide our¬ 
selves into camps. The job of the mayor 
should be bringing people together, not 
bringing them apart. I hope my vision, my 
stewardship will be rewarded with one 
more four-year term.” 

After the debate, Brown and Ammiano 
supporters verbally clashed on the sidewalk 
outside the Turk Street school - at One point 
the Reverend Cecil Williams, a Brown sup¬ 
porter- had to be helped to his car after an ar¬ 
dent Ammiano supporter began yelling at him. 

Prior to the League-of Women Voters- 
sponsored forum, both sides had groups of 
supporters outside the school, waving plac¬ 
ards and chanting. Brown supporters were 
also playing the drums. 

“Tom voted down this building,” read a 
pro-Brown sign.

A close friend of one of the 
victims of what Oakland 
police say is a case of either 
double suicide or murder-suicide 
says she’s convinced the couple 
met with foul play. Meanwhile, 
more people have stopped by the 
couple’s home to leave flowers 
and one posted a sign claiming 
the men were victims of domestic 
violence. 

“It doesn’t add up,” said Denise 
Lampkin, a friend of Francisco Es- 
paraza-Noyola who was found 
dead with Robert John Lothammer 
in their Oakland home November 
27. Lampkin told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter she believes Esparaza-Noy- 
ola was too trusting and likely 
brought someone home who killed 
him and Lothammer. She believes 
the murderer then staged the crime 
scene to look like a murder-suicide 
or double suicide. 

Police say Esparaza-Noyola 
hanged himself but they still don’t 
know how Lothammer died. 
Lothammer was found on a 
couch in the same room with Es¬ 
paraza-Noyola and his face was 
swollen and had blood on it. This 
week for the first time, police said 
they now believe Lothammer had 
suffered “trauma” injuries. Last 
week, investigators said despite 
the appearance of Lothammer’s 
face, they had no evidence of 
trauma. Prescription drugs were 
found in the room near the cou¬ 
ple but police say they don’t know 
if the medications played any role 
in the men’s deaths. Oakland 
homicide Sergeant Brian 
Medeiros told the B.A.R. he ex¬ 
pected it would be another two 
weeks before toxicology tests 
came back on the men. Medeiros 
wouldn’t say whether there had 
been any past history of domestic 
violence between the couple. The 
Alameda County Coroner’s office 
told the B.A.R. Lothammer’s 
cause of death may not be known 
for another five weeks. 

Esparaza-Noyola had adopted 


several stray dogs and he and 
Lothammer had been caring for 
four adult dogs and five puppies 
at the time of their deaths. Lamp¬ 
kin said that because Esparaza- 
Noyola was a great animal lover, 
she doesn’t think he would have 
killed himself and left the dogs 
. alone in the house with no one to 
take care of them. “The dogs, 
Robert, his garden, his home, 
were his whole world, in that 
order,” said Lampkin. “When one 
of his dogs had puppies, he wor¬ 
ried worse than a mother going 
into labor.” 

Neighbor Donna Reynolds, 
who has been coordinating the 
adoptions of the dogs, told the 
B.A.R. just two dogs, one adult 
and a puppy have been adopted so 
far. She asks anyone interested in 
adopting the pets to call her at 
(510) 451-0303. Lampkin hopes 
to help with the adoption and 
plans to distribute flyers to get the 
word out among Esparaza-Noy- 
ola’s friends. 

Lampkin said that although 
Esparaza-Noyola, 39, loved 
Lothammer, 62, the men’s rela¬ 
tionship had evolved into a pla¬ 
tonic one in recent years. Lotham¬ 
mer, she said, had no problem 
with Esparaza-Noyola going out 
and having a good time with his 
friends and meeting other people. 
Neighbors say Esparaza-Noyola 
first moved in with Lothammer 
five to seven years ago. 

Lampkin fondly remembered 
Esparaza-Noyola as “The Diva.” 
“He was gorgeous and had a gor¬ 
geous personality,” said Lampkin. 
“He could walk in a bar and just 
command your attention.” 

“He had the body, personality, 
everything together,” added an¬ 
other Esparaza-Noyola friend, 
Michael Morgan. 

Lampkin met Esparaza-Noy¬ 
ola through Morgan several years 
ago and the three became fast 
friends, often going out together 
in a group. “We called ourselves 
the three amigos,” said Lampkin 
adding that they became very 
close despite their ethnic and cul¬

tural differences. Lampkin is 
African American and both Mor¬ 
gan and Esparaza-Noyola were 
immigrants, Morgan from Ire¬ 
land, and Esparaza-Noyola from 
Mexico. 

Lampkin hopes to organize a 
memorial for the couple. Mean¬ 
while, a makeshift memorial con¬ 
tinues outside of the couple’s 
Richmond Boulevard home. More 
flowers have been left along the 
chain link fence that surrounds 
the front yard. The couple’s next- 
door neighbor, Julia Harper, told 
the B.A.R. someone had put a sign 
on the fence that said “Two men 
died here of domestic violence.” 
Someone had scribbled “Jesus is 
the answer” on the sign. By Mon¬ 
day night, December 6, the sign 
had already been taken down but 
several bouquets of flowers re¬ 
mained on the fence; some had 
dried out and one had what ap¬ 
peared to be a Christmas card at¬ 
tached to it that had curled up in 
the evening drizzle. 

“I dreadfully miss both Bobby 
and Francisco,” said Harper. 
“They were wonderful neighbors. 
If I were in trouble or needed any¬ 
thing, they would always be right 
there. It’s so sad coming home 
and seeing the house empty.” 

Harper said Lothammer’s twin 
brother has been overwhelmed by 
the tragedy and would likely hold 
a memorial service after Christ¬ 
mas. V

Ammiano speaks 
to business group

T ackling the hard issues and 
confronting head-on the 
rhetoric that his opponent 
has tried to use against him, may- 
oral candidate Tom Ammiano 
spoke Tuesday, December 7 for 
more than an hour to a roomful 
of people at the business-oriented 
Commonwealth Club of San 
Francisco. 

A former school board member 
and the current president of the 
city’s Board of Supervisors, Ammi¬ 
ano has won the endorsements of a 
variety of groups, from the envi¬ 
ronmental organization the Sierra 
Club to the African American 
newspaper the Bay View, proving 
that building coalitions is “more 
than just lip service.” 

In a question and answer ses¬ 
sion, Ammiano outlined his plat¬ 
form, which includes attracting 


high-tech businesses to San Fran¬ 
cisco, requiring that live-work 
. lofts pay their share of the public 
school tax, improving public 
transportation (which he rides 
daily), and most importantly, in¬ 
creasing affordable housing and 
conducting an open, participatory 
government. 

Ammiano and Mayor Willie 
Brown face each other in the 
runoff for San Francisco mayor 
this Tuesday, December 14. 

In response to allegations that 
he is in favor of “crazy tax propos¬ 
als,” Ammiano pointed to Brown’s 
tax increases in 1991 that created 
two separate income brackets 
when Brown was a member of the 
state Assembly. Ammiano stated 
that there was presently no need 
for such taxes, and that the only 
thing he supported was for corpo¬ 
rations and developers to pay 
their fair share. 

“We’re top heavy,” Ammiano

said. “Like all communities, the 
business community is not 
monolithic. I’m for business, but 
I’m for balance. I’d like to see 
mom and pop stores get the sup¬ 
port we gave to Bloomingdale’s.” 

Emphasizing that his cam¬ 
paign is about several issues im¬ 
portant to all city residents, Am¬ 
miano promised that the political 
process would be returned to the 
people. 

“People are ready for change, 
and not just change for change’s 
sake,” said Ammiano, “but one 
that reflects the value system for 
which San Francisco is known.” ▼ 


Gay leader backs Ammiano

F ormer San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors President 
Harry Britt this week told 
the Bay Area Reporter that there 
are many reasons the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender (LGBT) 
community should support cur¬ 
rent board President Tom Ammi¬ 
ano in his bid to become mayor. 
“The whole world is watching 


this race,” Britt said in an interview, 
“not because of Tom’s views or is¬ 
sues, but because Tom is trying to 
take queer leadership to a new level.”

DA candidates 
debate at cannabis club

O nly in San Francisco would 
two district attorney candi¬ 
dates accuse each other of 
putting someone in jail for drugs 
or being too hard on young of¬ 
fenders. But the debate Tuesday, 
December 7 at the San Francisco 
Patients’ Resource Center medical 
marijuana club on Divisadero 
Street was just that: a battle over 
who is more progressive. Both in¬ 
cumbent District Attorney Ter¬ 
ence Hallinan and challenger Bill 
Fazio staked their claim on polit¬ 
ical views that they obviously 
both share; the challenge was 
proving that they have put their 
ideas into action. 

Hallinan was the clear winner 
on Tuesday night, in part perhaps 
because of the audience’s slant to¬ 
ward him, but also because a few 
of Fazio’s campaign tactics back¬ 
fired. The candidates face each 
other in the runoff election this 
Tuesday, December 14. 

Many in the audience remem¬ 
bered how Fazio invited the fam¬ 
ily of a crime victim to a recent 
debate so that they could criticize 
Hallinan for not contacting them 
about a case he was examining. 
The tables turned Tuesday when 
an audience member stood up 
and accused Fazio of making de¬ 
cisions that led to her son’s death 
in prison. Fazio had apparently 
defended the young man for a 
charge of firearms possession. 

“You never returned my calls,” 
the woman sobbed, recalling her 
son’s suicide in prison. 

“You didn’t pay me the entire 
amount,” Fazio said, a comment 
that did not go over well with the 
crowd. “If your son was convicted, 
you should blame Mr. Hallinan.” 

Hallinan’s office, however, 
dropped the original charges, and 


the son was re-charged by the fed¬ 
eral government. 

Most of the debate stayed fo¬ 
cused on audience questions; dis¬ 
cussions included the expected 
topics of medical marijuana and 
other drug policies, but issues 
such as immigration and the 
death penalty were also addressed. 

On medical marijuana, Halli¬ 
nan said that Proposition 215, 
“with a little creative imagina¬ 
tion,” was the vehicle by which 
people should be able to obtain 
the drug. 

Fazio said that Proposition 215 
was not written very well, and that 
other measures may need to be in 
place to guarantee that marijuana 
growers and sellers can be pro¬ 
tected. But he also said earlier that 
he had “no intention of changing 
the law,” leaving some to wonder 
why most of his answers focused 
on what was wrong with the law. 
Fazio also defended the police de¬ 
partment - which supports him - 
for raiding the former Cannabis 
Buyers Club and shooting Dennis 
Peron many years ago. 


“Police officers are just doing 
their duty, that is their job,” said 
Fazio. 

It was not the only time Fazio 
seemed to speak out of both sides 
of his mouth. 

On certain issues, Fazio ac¬ 
cused Hallinan of making too 
many convictions, but then 
turned around and said Hallinan’s 
low conviction rate meant he was 
“the worse district attorney.” 

Hallinan countered, “Convic¬ 
tion rates are not the measure of 
success, public safety is.” He point¬ 
ed to programs where young of¬ 
fenders could go to school in ex¬ 
change for having charges dropped. 

“Every time this happens, it 
shows up as a ‘loss’ for me,” said 
Hallinan, “but it is a win for the 
city.” 

In the hourlong debate, both 
men reaffirmed their opposition to 
the death penalty, immigration 
crackdowns, and the get-tough- 
on-kids initiative known as Propo¬ 
sition 21 on the March 2000 ballot. 
The latest polls show Fazio with a 
widening lead over Hallinan. ▼ 


Auction at CM PC hospitals under way

A t a silent auction at the three 
campuses of California Pa¬ 
cific Medical Center 
(CPMC), there’s an autographed 
book from Joan Rivers, “conduc¬ 
tor’s box” tickets for the San Fran¬ 
cisco Symphony with Musical Di¬ 
rector Michael Tilson Thomas, 
and actor Robin Williams’s bottled 
wine intended for his cellar only. 
These celebrities and more have 
donated their items to benefit the 
Outpatient AIDS Case Manage¬ 
ment Program, a unique service at 
the Davies campus on Castro and 
Duboce streets that allows former 
hospital patients to remain func¬ 
tional in their own homes. 

The Outpatient AIDS Case 
Management Program currently 
serves about 16 people, doing 
everything from keeping these pa¬ 
tients on a proper medication 
schedule to assisting with their 
bookkeeping and shopping. 
While state funding pays for the 
basics of the program, “We are be¬ 
ginning to see an increase in need 
beyond what we are able to pro¬ 
vide with basic funds,” according 
to Laila Hinkle, the program’s so¬ 
cial worker. “Patients who have 
done very well for two or three 
years are now becoming ill and 
developing intolerance or resis¬ 
tance to protease inhibitor drugs.” 


HIV Volunteer Coordinator 
Sam Crocker organized a drive 
that raised $5,000 for the pro¬ 
gram, but much more is needed. 

“It’s a really neat program,” 
said Crocker, who credits Hinkle 
and Betty Zipkin, the program’s 
nurse, with its success. “These 
women have been involved with 
the AIDS epidemic since day one.” 

So that people with AIDS may 
maintain more control over their 
lives and not have to stay in the 
hospital, the program must cover 
the expenses of items not covered 
by the state, such as prescriptions 
not covered by Medicare or the 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program, 
attendant care, nutritional sup¬ 
plements, counseling, small re¬ 
frigerators for medications, lodg¬ 
ing for family visits, hygienic 


products, bus tokens and taxi 
vouchers, even cremation costs 
and food for seeing-eye dogs. 

All three campuses of CPMC - 
the California campus at 3700 
California Street, the Pacific cam¬ 
pus at 2333 Buchanan Street, and 
Davies - will be accepting bids for 
celebrity items in the silent auc¬ 
tion through Friday, December 17. 

As part of a separate fundrais¬ 
er, gourmet Christmas baskets 
will also be raffled off at the hos¬ 
pitals through December 17; tick¬ 
ets are $ 1 each, six for $5, or 13 for 
$10. Winners of both the raffle 
and auction will be announced 
that day. T

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Brown’s inclusionary politics 


A s the race for San Francisco mayor 
enters the Final stretch before this 
Tuesday’s runoff, we Find ourselves 
growing increasingly frustrated with some 
in the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der (LGBT) community who see our en¬ 
dorsement of Mayor Willie Brown as being 
against electing a gay mayor, Board of Su¬ 
pervisors President Tom Ammiano. 

In letters and some phone calls we have 
received, people are telling us the commu¬ 
nity should support Ammiano “because 
he’s one of us.” Gay and lesbian elected of¬ 
ficials who support Brown are being called 
sellouts. We disagree. 

Four years ago, when openly lesbian 
politician Roberta Achtenberg ran for 
mayor, the LGBT community for the most 
part backed Brown - including some of the 
very people who today are calling for us to 
support Ammiano. Four years ago, this 
paper endorsed former Mayor Frank Jor¬ 
dan, and we were criticized for not sup¬ 
porting Brown. This time, after four years 
of Brown’s leadership - which has resulted 
in a robust economy, lower crime, and 
steadfast support for the LGBT community 
- we’re being criticized for not supporting 
Ammiano. 

But to Ammiano’s credit, even he is not 
suggesting people vote for him because he 
is gay; he emphasizes people should vote for 
him based on his beliefs, and overall, we 
don’t believe Ammiano’s direction is best 
for San Francisco. 

It is precisely because of Brown’s leader¬ 
ship that elected gay and lesbian officials, 
like Assemblywoman Carole Migden, have 
become powerful and effective in state gov¬ 
ernment. It is precisely because of Brown’s 
leadership and belief in inclusion that he 
appointed two of the members on the 
Board of Supervisors from within the LGBT 
community. That Supervisors Leslie Katz 
and Mark Leno were elected on their own 
to the board following their appointments 
speaks to theTact that city residents - of all 
sexual orientations—support LGBT candi¬ 
dates. It is a sign of maturity for the LGBT 
community that we can support different 
candidates. There are times when we have 
to say we have to support one of us, but 
there’s also a point at which we elect the 
candidate who is best for us and the city as 


a whole. We believe Mayor Brown is that 
candidate in this mayoral election. 

In a city that has three openly gay mem¬ 
bers on the Board of Supervisors - as well as 
gay and lesbian presidents of the commu¬ 
nity college and school boards - this com¬ 
munity is well-represented in city 
politics. In fact, if the LGBT com¬ 
munity wants to be concerned 
about political representation, it , 
should be working harder to 
elect qualified bisexual and trans¬ 
gender candidates to office. 

Part of the reason we have had suc¬ 
cess is because the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity is part of a coalition in 
local politics that tries to pro¬ 
mote a diverse representation 
in local government. To say we 
need to elect one of our own works against 
that; if other communities had that belief, 
the coalition would fragment. We would be 
pitted against each other and the city would 
fracture. 

Ammiano is working to build a coalition 
that’s politically different, but we believe he 
needs to demonstrate that he can work with 
all of the city’s diverse communities. That 


he has trouble getting board support for 
many of his legislative proposals speaks to 
us about the need for improvement in this 
area. 

And, while we have heard from many in 
the community who support Ammiano, we 
have also heard from many gays and lesbians 
who support Mayor Brown, and they 
are not all appointed city commis¬ 
sioners or members of the Alice Club. 
Castro merchants, lesbians, bisexuals, 
and transgender people have told us 
they support the mayor because he has 
done a good job running the city. 
Morgan Gorrono of The Bar on 
Castro told us, “It’s his leader¬ 
ship qualities. He knows ways 
to get money out of state and 
federal government. Tom’s not 
experienced to run an international city the 
way the city has become and I think the 
mayor has done an excellent job.” 

Frederique Clermont, who identified 
herself as a black lesbian bisexual, also said 
she is voting for Brown. “He believes in a 
process that’s inclusionary.” 

And to us, inclusion is the bottom line. 
Vote for Willie Brown. ▼

O ne annoying thing I keep hearing in 
the mayoral campaign is that some 
people are reluctant to not support 
Tom Ammiano because Willie Brown has 
been such a “friend” to the AIDS commu¬ 
nity. 

Surprising to me! 

As someone who is very involved in 
AIDS, a person living with the disease, for¬ 
mer AIDS Summit steering committee 
member, and former HIV Health Services 
Planning Council member, I cannot think 
of a worse friend to have as mayor Jor the 
concerns and issues of people with AIDS. 

There are a number of unjustifiable and 
appalling situations that Brown has dirtied 
the water with in his years as mayor that 
people need to know about before they 
spout off political correctness in the name 
of good sound health care and policy for 
people with AIDS: 

1. The Mayor’s AIDS Summit was a Las 
Vegas showpiece: The steering committee 
for the summit was hand-picked by the 
mayor and never truly representative of 
people with AIDS. The majority of the work 
was done by select few unpaid volunteers 
who spent extra time off their jobs. As fig¬ 
urehead, Mayor Brown waltzed in and at¬ 
tended the day of the summit just so he 
would get media recognition. Today, where 
are the substantive initiatives put forth by 
the members of the steering committee? 
Other than a PR campaign for adherence 
and back to work issues, the summit came 
off as fluff with little substance and really 
didn’t seek to address the real issues by and 
for people with AIDS in San Francisco. 


2. Mayor Brown’s attempt as dictator 
over a community planning process: The 
HIV Health Services Planning Council has 
worked hard over the years to include mem¬ 
bers of the HIV community in its planning 
and structure. The mayor’s disregard of the 
council’s bylaws and abysmal delay in se¬ 
lecting new members from approved coun¬ 
cil recommendations are nothing short of 
disgusting, and show his complete lack of re¬ 
spect for the democratic community plan¬ 
ning process, laid down in legal bylaws by 
people with AIDS. Also, he also took 
it upon himself to “fire” several effec¬ 
tive, and sometimes sick and ailing 
people with AIDS during their term 
of renewal on the council. The 
mayor’s actions had direct negative 
impact on the service delivery and 
funding to all people with 
AIDS by interfering with 
a process set forth by the 
planning council. 

3. Shady deals with the 
pharmaceutical industry: Mayor Brown 
thought he was doing a good thing in se¬ 
curing $1 million from DuPont Pharma¬ 
ceuticals, makers of the toxic antiviral drug, 
Sustiva. However, da Mayor sought no 
community input on what to do with such 
a treasure. He sought no information about 
the way DuPont lied about important safe¬ 
ty information to scientific conferences and 
the HIV community, the overpricing of 
their shiny new drug, higher than its prede¬ 
cessors, nearly breaking the ADAP bank. 
Worse, he felt it necessary to take a million 
for a city prevention program in a study 
without one bit of advice from the affected 
community. Insider deals indeed! 

4. The crumbling of the best AIDS care 



facility in the United States: Mayor Brown 
has given marching orders to his Depart¬ 
ment of Health lackey, Mitch Katz, to con¬ 
tinually shrink city dollars from the Positive 
Health Clinic at San Francisco General Hos¬ 
pital. While UCSF is losing money due to its 
own mismanagement, funding from the 
city cannot be disproportionately cut to the 
AIDS program, affecting the quality of care 
and services at the model of AIDS care in 
the country. That the bureaucracy of the 
Department of Public Health has swal¬ 
lowed the whole of the AIDS Office, which 
no longer exists, speaks of something far 
more omnipresent and looming: a 
medical disaster in the city with 
the best AIDS care for 12 years 
of this pandemic. 

5. The Mayor’s jester in wait¬ 
ing: The most frustrating 
ordeal has been dealing 
with an incompetent and 
untrustworthy AIDS liai¬ 
son in the mayor’s office 
whose ego and arrogance is matched only by 
his boss. 

Mayor Brown has not been the “friend” 
some people argue because during his 
tenure as mayor, he has not appropriately 
sought community representation from 
people living with HIV. Tom Ammiano de¬ 
serves the support of the HIV community. 
Like no other elected official before, Tom has 
championed the needs of people with AIDS 
at every possible moment. It is truly re¬ 
markable that Tom, a city official, has been 
so open and accessible to us. Every phone 
call is answered and every issue is profes¬ 
sionally dealt with the utmost urgency and 
sensitivity. And, it is not just that his doors 
are always open, his actions are felt. T

How quickly we forget 

The last time we spoke to Congressman Phillip 
Burton before he died, he expressed his concern that 
some of his colleagues in the House of Representa¬ 
tives did not know who Hitler was. 

Today, we are concerned that Criss Romero, presi¬ 
dent of the Harvey Milk Democratic Club, and its 
members do not know who Phillip Burton was. It was 
he, not George Moscone, who was the first straight 
politician to reach out to gays (as reported, San Fran¬ 
cisco Examiner, November 28). We first met then-As- 
semblyman Phillip Burton in the 1950s. In 1962 he and 
his colleague, John O’Connell, met with the members 
of the Daughters of Bilitis and the Mattachine Society 
to discuss our problems and what had to be done be¬ 
fore legislation to change sex laws could be introduced. 

Willie Brown, John Burton, George Moscone, Di¬ 
anne Feinstein, Dorothy von Beroldingen, John Shel¬ 
ley, Milton Marks, and a host of other elected officials 
in the 1960s and early 1970s all played important 
roles in helping lesbians and gays attain minority “sta¬ 
tus” and with it the political clout we had sought. 

Unfortunately, at the 21st anniversary march and 
ceremony to honor the memory of Mayor George 
Moscone and Supervisor Harvey Milk, Romero and 



his club took exclusive ownership of the ceremony 
and turned it into a political rally for Tom Ammiano 
for mayor. They refused to acknowledge Mayor Willie 
Brown’s presence. Would they have also refused Sen¬ 
ator Dianne Feinstein had she been in the city? 

We are sorry that Ammiano did not deter his 
overzealous supporters, remind them that the memo¬ 
rial is a city tradition, and explain that it was inap¬ 
propriate to turn it into a campaign rally. 

Common courtesy and historical protocol should 
have prevailed.

Ammiano’s school board days 

Tom Ammiano’s much-trumpeted integrity was 
not in play when he was president of the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Education, nor is it today when he of¬ 
fers the rationale for his actions. In 1993, he engi¬ 
neered the firing of Dr. Beverly Bradley, who was not 
only named the nation’s 1992 Outstanding School 
Nurse of the Year, but had attracted $10 million in 
grant money to the school district for health educa¬ 
tion programs. Ammiano’s claim in an interview for 
the San Francisco Chronicle (November 13) that his 
disputes were “over her reluctance to distribute con¬ 
doms in the schools and put out more detailed infor¬ 
mation on AIDS” is meant to imply that as a straight 
white woman she was reluctant to be specific about 
certain sexual practices. That is nonsense. Dr. Bradley 
was an advocate of free condom distribution in the 
schools long before she came to San Francisco. She 
spent the mid-1980s speaking to school boards all 
over California with that message, develop¬ 
ing clearly understood educational mate- 
[I rials and bringing the Names Project 
AIDS Memorial Quilt into classrooms to 
make her point. 

Ammiano’s reason for wanting 
Bradley fired was personal vindictive¬ 
ness. When he worked for her in the 
district’s health education office, she in¬ 
sisted he show up for work and sign in 
and out like everyone else did. Apparently, Tom 
thought he was above all that and spent his time on 
the school district’s payroll campaigning for a seat on 
the school board. After he was elected, he made a 
backroom deal with then-Superintendent Bill Rojas to 
fire her in exchange for backing Rojas’s agenda. The 
city’s medical community, AIDS health educators, 
teachers, and some of the nation’s leading health pro¬ 
fessionals rose up to protest (San Francisco Chronicle, 
March 10, 1993; Bay Area Reporter, May 19, 1993). 
Chris Nunez, a lesbian Latina, who was on the advi¬ 
sory board that hired Dr. Bradley, was incensed. Board 
member and former board president JoAnne Miller 
resigned in disgust. But Ammiano would hear none 
of it. Today, thanks to Tom Ammiano, the San Fran¬ 
cisco school district’s health education program is a 
shadow of what it was under Dr. Bradley. Only the 
kids are poorer for it. But Ammiano offers no apolo¬ 
gies for his actions, only the same lies he gave in 1993. 

And people think Willie Brown is arrogant.

67 years ago. I met my wife on Castro Street 43 years 
ago.

They came from all over the United States and 
started renting, buying homes, and opening stores in 
the Castro.

$3,000 per month. A small store may rent for $10,000 
per month. The only ones that can afford to rent are 
the wealthy and the chain stores. Every day when I 
walk down Castro Street I see homeless, drug addicts, 
and drunks lying on the sidewalks. The same prob¬ 
lems appear in almost every district in San Francis¬ 
co. Our city also has a Muni system that can not get 
people from one place to another on time. 

I feel that the homeless need homes and that chil¬ 
dren must be helped first. Mayor Brown has admitted 
that these problems continue to exist after his four years 
as mayor. He says, “Just give me four more years and I 
will clean up this mess.” I say it is time to give an open 
gay - honest Tom Ammiano - our vote for mayor of 
San Francisco. He knows what must be done. I am sure 
we will see a dramatic change in our San Francisco dis¬ 
tricts in a very short time after we elect him our mayor.

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John McCain- 
gay-friendly or a fraud?

m lican Club recently met with 
presidential hopeful U.S. Senator 
John McCain (R-Arizona), the 
leading challenger to Texas Gov¬ 
ernor George W. Bush, the ac¬ 
knowledged favorite for the Re¬ 
publican presidential nomination 
next year, and, according to 
sources within the organization, 
came away from that meeting 
feeling that among the numerous 
GOP presidential candidates, Mc¬ 
Cain was “far and away” the most 
“gay-friendly” of the lot. As for 
what McCain promised the 
predominately gay and 
lesbian GOP organiza¬ 
tion - assuming that he 
promised them anything 
- or what he said to give 
them the idea he was 
friendly to their is¬ 
sues, that re¬ 
mains some¬ 
what of a puz¬ 
zle. No one 
within the Log 
Cabin Republicans or anyone 
supposedly speaking for them has 
said much about what McCain 
said to them to earn their sup¬ 
port. 

Perhaps the fact that he met 
with them was sufficient to win 
the respected gay and lesbian 
group to his side, because Chris 
Bowman, a well-known and 
widely respected local gay Repub¬ 
lican operative, who’s a former 
president of the San Francisco 
chapter, told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter this week that McCain is 
“far and away the favorite” of local 
chapter members now, though 
they haven’t yet officially en¬ 
dorsed any Republican for the 
nomination. Bowman added that 
support for McCain at the state 
level of the Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans was also very high. Bowman, 
a political consultant as well as a 
gay rights activist, told the B.A.R. 
that he understood McCain had 
told national board members 
during their meeting that he 
would have no problem appoint¬ 
ing an openly gay or lesbian Re¬ 
publican to a position in a Mc¬ 
Cain administration. 

During an appearance on 
NBC’s Meet the Press last Sunday, 
however, McCain, when asked di¬ 
rectly by the show’s moderator if 
he would “knowingly appoint a 
gay or lesbian to his administra¬ 
tion” responded by skirting the 
question with the answer that he 
would not “use a litmus test of any 
kind” when it came to presiden¬ 
tial appointments. 

Pressed further on the matter, 
McCain changed the subject by 
saying that he “has friends who 
are involved in this issue” (homo¬ 
sexuality) and mentioned that he 
endorsed three openly gay Repub¬ 
licans in his home state when they 
faced re-election, presumably 
meaning U.S. Representative Jim 
Kolbe, state Representative Steve 
May, and Tempe Mayor Neil Gu- 
liano. 

McCain’s public record in 
Washington has been one of con¬ 
sistently opposing anything that 
even smacked of being pro-gay. 
Even his new-found friends with¬ 
in the Log Cabin Republican Club 
would likely have to admit that he 
has voted against gay rights every 
time the issue came up. In 1993, 


McCain spoke at a fundraiser for 
Oregon’s anti-gay rights initiative, 
and he has consistently fought 
legislation barring job discrimi¬ 
nation against homosexuals. Rep¬ 
resentative Barney Frank (D- 
Massachusetts) is one of those in 
Washington who is not fooled by 
McCain’s sometimes gay-friendly 
remarks or his willingness to meet 
with groups like the Log Cabin 
Republicans, all the while using 
his vote in Congress to keep the 
homophobic Christian right 
happy. Frank, in an interview with 
the New Republic, said about Mc¬ 
Cain: “He’s a thousand percent 
anti-gay; the only difference be¬ 
tween him and other conserva¬ 
tives is that he bashes 
(gays) with his votes 
rather than his 
rhetoric.” 

While the three 
openly gay elected 
Republican officials 
in Arizona have en¬ 
dorsed the Mc¬ 
Cain presiden¬ 
tial campaign, 
it is those gays 
and lesbians - 
closeted or otherwise - residing in 
New Hampshire that McCain will 
need in the first-in-the-nation 
primary February 1, since nearly 
all current polls have McCain in a 
statistical tie with Bush in that all- 
important primary election. That 
indicates the gay vote in New 
Hampshire, however big or small, 
could make the difference as to 
who wins that closely-watched 
contest among the six remaining 
GOP presidential hopefuls. 

Why the Log Cabin Republi¬ 
cans or anyone else would have 
reason to think McCain is friend¬ 
ly to gay rights issues is a mystery. 
McCain, the Vietnam War hero, 
the man who admittedly takes in¬ 
dependent stands on some issues 
like campaign finance reform and 
restrictions on tobacco sales, now 
suddenly becoming gay-friendly? 

I don’t think so. 

Compared to Gary Bauer, 
Alan Keyes, Steve Forbes, or 
Pat Buchanan, McCain might 
appear to be a moderate on gay- 
related issues, but this man is no 
friend of the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity, and that’s demonstrated 
by his votes since he went to Con¬ 
gress in 1982.

Former Board of Supervisors 
President Harry Britt, who re¬ 
placed the late Harvey Milk on 
the board and is considered a re¬ 
spected patriarch of San Francis¬ 
co’s gay community, this week en¬ 
dorsed Bill Fazio for district at¬ 
torney in the December 14 runoff 
election. 

More presidential politics: 
America’s leading anti-AIDS cru¬ 
sader, actress Elizabeth Taylor, 
surprised many in Tinseltown re¬ 
cently by endorsing Steve Forbes 
for president; Taylor was a close 
friend of Forbes’s late father, the 
reportedly bisexual Malcolm 
Forbes. 

The Family Research Council’s 
Gary Bauer is quickly becoming 
the leading anti-gay GOP presi¬ 
dential hopeful now that former 
Republican Pat Buchanan has 
bolted to the Reform Party. 

A recent Associated Press poll 
said that nearly half of the 1,023 
Americans asked said it won’t 
much matter whether a Democrat 
or a Republican wins the White 


House next year. The AP survey 
found that 24 percent favored a 
Democratic president; 21 percent 
a Republican. For Congress, 39 
percent of those polled wanted it 
to be Democratic, while 33 per¬ 
cent said Republican. The top 
issue, according to the poll, was 
education followed by Social Se¬ 
curity/Medicare, the economy, 
and the nation’s moral values. 
Among the Republicans, Bush 
was favored by 50 percent; Mc¬ 
Cain followed at 12 percent. 
Among Democrats, Al Gore was 
favored over Bill Bradley, 43 per¬ 
cent to 32 percent. 

From Sacramento comes 
word, not unexpectedly, that As¬ 
sembly Speaker Antonio Vil- 
laraigosa will resign his leader¬ 
ship post in April to run for 
mayor of Los Angeles. Villaraigosa 
has tapped Sherman Oaks Demo¬ 
cratic Assemblyman Bob 
Hertzberg to become the next 
speaker. 

Incidentally, some of the sup¬ 
port that Villaraigosa was count¬ 
ing on from the influential gay 
and lesbian community in Los 
Angeles is said to now be leaning 
to Los Angeles City Councilman 
Joel Wachs, another mayoral 
candidate who recently an¬ 
nounced he’s gay. 

Also from the capitol, word is 
that the chill between Governor 
Gray Davis and his onetime boss, 
former governor and now Oak¬ 
land Mayor Jerry Brown, has 
grown colder. It seems Davis, who 
was Brown’s chief of staff, is none 
too pleased at Brown’s somewhat 
frequent criticism of his adminis¬ 
tration. 

Shasta County District Attor¬ 
ney McGregor Scott announced 
last week that he will seek the 
death penalty against brothers 
Matthew and Tyler Williams, 
who were charged in the murders 
of a gay couple, Gary Matson and 
Winfield Mowder, who were 
found dead in their Happy Valley 
home earlier this year. Federal 
charges are expected to be filed 
against the two brothers for the 
arsons at three Sacramento syna¬ 
gogues and a building that houses 
an abortion clinic. 

President Donald Trump? I 
don’t think so. A New York 
Times/CBS News poll recently re¬ 
ported that 70 percent of Ameri¬ 
cans had an “unfavorable” opin¬ 
ion of The Donald, a record of 
sorts; he was even less popular 
than Linda Tripp. 

California Republican Repre¬ 
sentative Mary Bono, once the 
stay-at-home mom and the wife 
of Cher’s ex-husband, the late 
Congressman Sonny Bono, has 
logged over 50 appearances na¬ 
tionwide for GOP events and has 
suddenly become one of the most 
popular speakers, using her “star 
power” to raise funds for Republi¬ 
cans. 

A report issued by the Center 
foTo those who have cared 
enough to ask, my vote in the De¬ 
cember 14 runoff goes to Mayor 
Willie Brown. I know Tom Am- 
miano well, like the guy, and have 
always supported him in past 
school board and supervisorial 
races, but Mayor Brown has con¬ 
sistently been there for us - for 
years - and I think he deserves an¬ 
other term.

ance, and womens suffrage. “New 
Women,” as they were called, 
could for the first time choose to 
remain unmarried and pursue 
their own goals and interests. 

Many of these women enjoyed 
circles of like-minded female 
friends. Within these networks, 
two women might pair off in a 
close relationship in which they 
shared housing, living expens¬ 
es, vacations, and often a 
bed. These women were 
much more than “room¬ 
mates;” they were soul¬ 
mates and partners, mar¬ 
ried in spirit and mind. In 
The Bostonians , Olive “pro¬ 
poses” to Verena this 
way: “Will you be my 
friend, my friend of 
friends, beyond 
everyone, everything, forever and 
ever?” These intimate friendships 
were socially acceptable, and 
women in Boston marriages were 
often recognized as couples by 
their families, friends, and col¬ 
leagues. 

Some of the most accom¬ 
plished and prominent women of 
that era lived in Boston marriages. 
Most often they were white, 
though there are also records of 
African American female couples. 
For example, Lucy Diggs Slowe, 
the first dean of women at 
Howard University, shared her life 
with writer Mary Powell Burrill, 
who had earlier been intimate 
friends with Harlem Renaissance 
poet Angelina Weld Grimke. 

Many women in Boston mar-

riages were prominent in educa¬ 
tion, social work, women’s rights, 
and the arts. M. Carey Thomas 
became the president of Bryn 
Mawr College when her wealthy 
philanthropist partner, Mary Eliz¬ 
abeth Garrett, offered the trustees 
of the school a hefty endowment 
to entice them to appoint 
Thomas. During her tenure, 

Thomas was responsible for 
turning Bryn Mawr from a 
finishing school into a col¬ 
lege where “girls can learn, 
can reason, can compete 
with men in the grand 
fields of literature, science, 
and conjecture.” Thomas 
and Garrett shared a 
home on campus for 
more than 20 years. 
Jane Addams co¬ 
founded Chicago’s Hull House, 
one of the country’s first settle¬ 
ment houses, with Ellen Gates 
Starr, her intimate companion 
since college. When she and Starr 
grew apart, Addams began a 40- 
year relationship with another 
Hull House colleague, Mary Rozet 
Smith. Addams always brought 
Smith along on her lecture tours 
and was in the habit of wiring 
ahead to hotels to make sure they 
reserved a double bed. 

Founder of the League of 
Women Voters, Carrie Chapman 
Catt outlived two husbands and 
then shared the latter part of her 
life with Mary Garrett Hay, a col¬ 
league from the suffrage move¬ 
ment. Hay’s death in 1928 “shook 
Mrs. Catt to the soul,” one friend 
recalled. When Catt died 19 years 
later, she was buried in the same 
cemetery plot as Hay under a joint 
tombstone that reads, “Here lie 
two, united in friendship for 38 
years through constant service to 
a great cause.” 

Perhaps the best-known of all 
Boston marriages is the relation¬ 
ship of Sarah Orne Jewett and 
Annie Adams Fields. Jewett, a fic¬ 
tion writer from Maine, was a de¬ 
voted feminist who early on re¬ 
jected heterosexual marriage as 
destructive to a woman’s identity 
and creativity. Her first novel, 
Deephaven (1877), depicted a ro¬ 
mantic friendship between two 
young women who dreamed 
about living together like the 
Ladies of Llangollen, an 18th-cen¬ 
tury Welsh couple. 

In December 1879, Jewett at¬ 
tended a literary reception in 
page 31 ► 
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December 1879 (120 years ago 
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ing in Boston, writer Sarah Orne 
Jewett meets Annie Adams 
Fields, her companion for the 
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I n his novel The Bostonians 
(1886), Henry James modeled 
the relationship between his 
characters Olive and Verena on 
what he called “those friendships 
between women so common in 
New England.” The “friendships” 
James observed were intimate, 
long-term relationships between 
two unmarried women, who were 
often feminists. Though dubbed 
“Boston marriages,” these rela¬ 
tionships occurred throughout 
the country. 

With the growth of cities and 
an urban middle class in the mid- 
19th century, opportunities that 
had been previously unavailable 
to women began to emerge. As 
women’s colleges were founded 
and previously all-male schools 
began to admit women, many 
middle- and upper-class women 
left their parents’ homes, received 
an education, and embarked on 
careers. Many of these women 
also became politically motivated 
through the social movements of 
the time, including the fights for 
the abolition of slavery, temper-

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A century of gay panic

f hat will historians say 
about our century when 
they look back from the 
ivory towers of the next millenni¬ 
um? Will the recent protests in 
Seattle mark a turning point in ac¬ 
tivist response to the global culture 
of exploitation and market greed? 

I doubt it. 

Will the retrospectives declare 
the rise and fall of the Village Peo¬ 
ple as a watershed in re¬ 
defining identity poli¬ 
tics? Will Audre Lorde 
be hailed as the most in¬ 
fluential thinker of our 
time? 

Probably not. But, 
let’s be optimists. 

If civilization re¬ 
ally does progress, 
then perhaps 
when all is said 
and written in the 
history books, future scholars of 
20th century American culture 
will look back at the politics of 
our time and recognize ours as 
the Century of Gay Panic. 

While it’s true that the judge in 
Laramie, Wyoming rejected gay 
panic as a legal defense in the court¬ 
room during the trial of Matthew 
Shepard’s killer, it’s also true that 
gay panic remains too valid an ex¬ 
planation, and even an excuse, for 
violent and bigoted behavior. 

In the Shepard case, gay panic 
as a defense was undermined by 
how mild mannered Matthew was 
reported to be, how physically un¬ 
threatening. He was outnum¬ 
bered. Sexual advances, even if 
Matthew had extended any, could 
not have been sufficient enough 
to throw these two thugs into 
such a violent rage. Besides, the 
girlfriends of the killers had sto-

ries negating the gay panic de¬ 
fense. The killers had lured 
Matthew away, not the reverse. In 
short, the killing was not a re¬ 
sponse to homosexual advances, 
which does not, you may note, re¬ 
ject gay panic as an operating 
principle. It was not the principle 
operating in this case. 

And just this week, six years 
after the murder of James Jordan 
took place, a tabloid is claiming 
that Michael Jordan’s father was 
killed, not for the valuables that 
were stolen from him - 
including two NBA 
championship rings and 
his Lexus - but because 
Mr. Jordan made a “ho¬ 
mosexual pass” at the 
killer. 

In the recent report, a 
former investigator 
on the case claims 
that “The gay ac¬ 
cusation had to be 
investigated, but we 
weren’t able to turn up any real ev¬ 
idence to support it.” Hmmm. 
Once again, there is little rejection 
of the gay panic principle, but a re¬ 
jection that it applies in this case. 

Gay panic reared its homo- 
phobic head earlier this year when 
a jury ordered television shock 
jock Jenny Jones to pay $25,000 to 
the family of Scott Amedure. 
Jones invited Amedure on to her 
talk show to reveal his affections 
for his friend Jonathan Schmitz. 

Schmitz, invited on to hear 
from a “secret admirer” was so 
outraged to discover that his ad¬ 
mirer was another man that he re¬ 
turned to their hometown only to 
shoot and kill Amedure three days 
after the tell-all taping. 

In punishing Jones, the jury all 
but agreed that one should expect 
a violent rampage when exposing 
one man to the advances of an¬ 
other. 

Unfortunately, we live in an era 
when claims of gay panic still 
evoke sympathy. Gay panic re¬ 
mains an explanation and, if not 
a legal defense, a social one for 
unreasoned or unjust behavior. It 
is all too often accepted that a self- 
respecting straight man will re¬ 
spond violently against the sug¬ 
gestion that he is gay; it is as much 
a challenge to his manhood as 
someone taking a swing at him. 
Straight men, so the traditional 
bigoted wisdom goes, simply can¬ 
not leave unanswered someone’s 
perception that they are sexually 
available to other men. 

But surely it takes more than a 
few courtroom dramas at the end 
of the century to get an entire era 
declared the Century of Gay Panic. 

Indeed, the 20th century 
American legislative landscape is 
marked by the theory that some 
people - and it seems far more a 
male phenomenon than a female 
one - can come so unglued in the 
face of a gay sexual advance (or 


the suspicion of one) that they 
will lose their reason and act in 
extreme ways to ensure self- 
preservation. They will see the 
very existence of the “other” as 
such an intrusion, even an assault 
on their boundaries that self-de¬ 
fense will be understood as the 
motive for homophobic reaction. 
And in this county, self-defense, is 
generally an accepted defense. 

Gay panic sets into motion the 
need to eliminate that which is 
homosexual as a means of pre¬ 
serving that which is heterosexual. 

Sodomy laws, for instance, 
seem rooted in gay panic. If gay 
sex can happen, reasoned legisla¬ 
tors, then it can happen to me. So, 
let’s not allow it. If homosexual 
acts are outlawed, then only out¬ 
laws will commit them. Or, more 
to the point, if some queer comes 
on to me, I can have him arrested. 

Likewise, the Defense of Mar¬ 
riage Act and its California 
cousin, the Knight initiative, are 
pieces of legislation that suggest 
an “advance” by the queers so 
threatening that it merits a de¬ 
fense of heterosexuality. 

Gay panic also has fueled ef¬ 
forts to ban gay men and lesbians 
from military service. In the 
minds of policymakers, those 
close quarters allow proximity to 
be confused with proposition. So, 
arguments go, gays in the military 
cause dissension and low morale 
because there is the possibility 
that a gay soldier might hit on 
others. This is anticipatory gay 
panic. In looking at the actual 
conditions in the armed forces, 
one finds that it’s not the straight 
soldiers getting hit on, but the gay 
men and lesbians in uniform 
being hit - both with discharges 
and with gay bashings. 

In a rather protectivist version 
of gay panic, gay men and lesbians 
in education have been targeted 
throughout the century as a sexu¬ 
al threat to children. So we had 
the proposed Briggs amendment 
in 1978, a seek-out-and-destroy 
mission to ban lesbian and gay 
teachers in California. 

It seems that our century ac¬ 
cepts the notion that gay men and 
lesbians can be punished for what 
they might do. If we started ban¬ 
ning straight men from jobs in 
which they might sexually harass 
women, then I suspect we’d see 
quite a change in the face of our 
workforce. 

In prohibiting gay scouts and 
troop leaders, the Boys Scouts 
seem to be presuming that the 
mere presence of homosexuality 
is a threat. Of course, the Boy 
Scouts began as a way to counter¬ 
act the perceived “feminization” 
of boys in this country brought 
on by their exposure to so many 
female teachers when the Indus¬ 
trial Revolution sent dads out to 
work at the factories. The Scouts

Castro folks on 
the mayor’s race

L ast Sunday afternoon, De¬ 
cember 5, the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter asked people strolling 
Market between Castro and Noe 
streets - midway between the 
neighborhood campaign offices 
of the two mayoral candidates - 
who they are supporting for 
mayor in the December 14 runoff: 
Board of Supervisors President 
Tom Ammiano, or the incum¬ 
bent, Mayor Willie Brown. 

As expected, opinions were not 
unanimous among the respon¬ 
dents. A few were undecided, but 
most were committed one way or 
another. 

With one or two exceptions, 
the mostly gay or lesbian shoppers 
said that the sexual orientation of 
the two candidates had little to do 
with their decision. Instead, for 
these folks at least, the issues put 
forward by the candidates seem to 
be: homelessness, rent control, de¬ 
velopment, Muni, honesty, and 
taxes. 


Nick Martin, an openly gay 
man who voted for his first time 
in last month’s general election, is 
a renter and recent property 
owner who has worked as a cook 
in the Castro for 20 years. He 
voted for Brown in the general 
election, and said he will again in 
the runoff. 

“In four years I might support 
Tom Ammiano. But right now I 
don’t like a lot of his tax stuff, and 
I don’t like rent control,” said 
Martin, 39. “There is that part of 
me that thinks it would be good 
to have an openly gay mayor. But 
I kind of go along with Whoopi 
Goldberg. I heard her quoted say¬ 
ing, ‘Don’t vote for color. Vote for 
the man.’” 

Nicki Meinzer, 29, wrote in 
Ammiano last time around, and 
plans to vote for him again. 
Openly lesbian, she said she has 
followed the supervisor’s political 
career closely, and supports him 
for mayor not just because he’s 
gay, but for his positions on hous¬ 
ing, Muni, and education. Still, 
the gay factor plays a part, she ac¬ 


knowledges. 

“Yeah, I’m happy that he’s gay,” 
Meinzer said. “He votes for me on 
the issues that are important to 
me as a gay person, so yeah, it’s 
important.” 

Dan Bellm, a writer, acknowl¬ 
edges Brown’s record on gay is¬ 
sues, but remains an Ammiano 
supporter. “I don’t feel like the 
issue is Brown’s record of support 
for gay rights,” the 47-year-old 
said. “I don’t think there’s any 
question about that. But beyond 
that, so what?”

Millennium March: 

The more things change,

T he board of directors of the 
Millennium March on 
Washington (MMOW) met 
in the nation’s capital December 
5-6. “The good and the bad news 
is that there are a little under 150 
days” to the April 30 event, said 
Malcolm Lazin, co-executive di¬ 
rector of the March. “What you 
see is an organization that is com¬ 


mitted to getting there.” But the 
ever-ticking clock has many ob¬ 
servers questioning if that is pos¬ 
sible. 

“If one takes a look at where 
we were at our last board meet¬ 
ing [in October], which was al¬ 
most nowhere, and takes a look 
today, it’s a lot of progress,” said 
Lazin. He pointed to having 
hired co-executive directors, fi¬ 
nance and communications di¬ 
rectors, and opening a D.C. of¬ 


fice. Pharmaceutical companies 
Johnson & Johnson, Abbott Lab¬ 
oratories, and Serano “are joining 
the Wellness Pavilion and are 
committed to be marketing 
sponsors for us.” United Airlines 
recently became a corporate 
sponsor with an in-kind contri¬ 
bution of $70,000 in tickets. 

But the board continues to 
refuse to release a financial state¬ 
ment, something that Donna Red 
Wing, treasurer and one of the 
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board’s four co-chairs, had 
promised to do back in April. She 
said, “Because more events are 
being added, the board has to 
change the budget to reflect that 
new income and the allocation of 
that income to the community.” It 
has promised to release the infor¬ 
mation when the MMOW files its 
IRS form 990 “after the end of the 
year.” 

A December 3 news release an¬ 
nounced results of 40,000 “votes” 
on the platform for the event. But 
at the session Red Wing said, 
“Quite frankly we haven’t gone 
through the scraps of paper.” The 
release was based on 30,000 visits 
to the MMOW website and not 
on paper ballots distributed else¬ 
where. They plan to release the 
complete data once it is fully tab¬ 
ulated. 

Wording on the “vision” or 
platform of the MMOW was de¬ 
ferred until" the next board meet¬ 
ing, in February. A previously an¬ 
nounced march route, from the 
Ellipse down onto the Mall, will 
now be reconsidered along with 
other options. 

While the general tenor of the 
meeting was upbeat, there was a 
great sense that the group was fly¬ 
ing by the seat of its pants, with 
few documents or briefing papers 
sent to them ahead of time, and a 
tendency to defer issues for later. 
But given that ever-ticking clock, 
the ability to defer is fast disap¬ 
pearing. 

Mandy Carter speaks 

The MMOW continues to be 
shadowed by the Ad Hoc Com¬ 
mittee, activists opposed to 
MMOW’s decision-making 
process. A dozen members of the 
committee dominated the public 
comment period on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 5. 

Mandy Carter, a longtime 
community organizer from North 
Carolina who has worked at the 
national level for several organi¬ 
zations including the Human 
Rights Campaign (HRC), issued 
one of the most personal and in¬ 
flammatory challenges. 

“There is a difference between 
the people of color on the board 
and the people of color con¬ 
stituency which you represent,” 
she charged. 

Carter rattled off the names of 
MMOW speakers announced so 
far, including Martina Navratilo¬ 
va, Ellen DeGeneres, Ann Heche, 
and Melissa Etheridge, all white 
women, many of whom have been 
spokespeople for HRC. “Where is 
the diversity?” she asked. “And 
why are we looking at celebrities 
before we even know what the 
platform is going to be?” 

She said that HRC’s 1998 en¬ 
dorsement of New York Senator 
A1 D’Amato for re-election was 
“pivotal” in terms of the “guiding 
principles” behind the March. 
“What message does that send” to 
“queer, poor communities of 
color?” She said that HRC’s “bot¬ 
tom line is about being gay.” That 
was not enough for her. 

Carter also criticized the list of 
issues circulated for the platform. 
“Other than immigration, there 
was nothing I could relate to,” she 
said. “Are we about justice, or are 
we about just us?”

Please read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA. Read it again each time you refill your 
prescription, in case there is any new information. Don’t treat this leaflet as your only source of information 
about SUSTIVA. Always discuss SUSTIVA with your doctor when you start taking your medicine and 
at every visit. You should remain under a doctor’s care when using SUSTIVA. You should not change 
or stop treatment without first talking to your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used to help treat HIV, the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome). SUSTIVA is a type of HIV drug called a "non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase 
inhibitor" (NNRTI). 

How does SUSTIVA work? 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in the blood (called "viral load”). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells (a type of immune cell in blood). 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

Does SUSTIVA cure HIV or AIDS? 

SUSTIVA is not a cure for HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections 
associated with HIV. Because of this, it is very important that you remain under the care of your doctor. 

Does SUSTIVA reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Continue to practice safe 
sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take SUSTIVA? 

• The dose of SUSTIVA for adults is 600 mg (three 200 mg capsules, taken together) once a day 

by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

• Take SUSTIVA at the same time each day. You should take SUSTIVA at bedtime during the first few 
weeks or if you have side effects, such as dizziness or trouble concentrating (see What are the 
possible side effects of SUSTIVA?). 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water, juice, milk or soda. You may take SUSTIVA with or without meals; 
however, SUSTIVA should not be taken with a high fat meal. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away. 

If you do miss a dose, do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regular dosing schedule. 

If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 

Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is 
very important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped 
for even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem 
in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while 
your child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to SUSTIVA or any of its ingredients. 


What other medical problems or conditions should I discuss with my doctor? 

Talk to your doctor right away if you: 

• Are pregnant or want to become pregnant 

• Are breast-feeding 

• Have problems with your liver, or have had hepatitis 

• Start or change any medicine 

• Have side effects while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) 

• Have a history of mental illness, substance or alcohol abuse 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, and/or unusual 
dreams a few hours after starting treatment with SUSTIVA. These feelings may be less noticeable if 
you take SUSTIVA at bedtime. They also tend to go away after you’ve taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. Rarely, patients have more serious side effects that may affect mood or ability to think clearly. 
These side effects occur more often in patients with a history of mental illness or substance abuse. 

Tell your doctor promptly if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. There is the possibility 
that these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) 
drugs. You should avoid driving or operating machinery if you are having these side effects. 

One. of the most common side effects is rash. These rashes usually go away without any change 
in treatment. In a small number of patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your 
doctor promptly. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. However, 
this is not a complete list of side effects reported with SUSTIVA when taken with other anti-HIV drugs. 

Do not rely on this leaflet alone for information about side effects. Your doctor can discuss a more 
complete list of side effects with you. 

Please contact your doctor immediately before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects. Tell your 
doctor or other healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

What about birth control, pregnancy, or breast-feeding? 

Women should not become pregnant while taking SUSTIVA. Birth defects have been seen in animals 
treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. You should use a condom 
or diaphragm in addition to other methods of birth control while taking SUSTIVA. Inform your doctor 
immediately if you are pregnant. If you want to become pregnant, talk to your doctor. Do not take SUSTIVA 
if you are breast-feeding. Talk to your doctor if you are breast-feeding your baby. 

Can I take other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines (including ones for HIV). Your doctor may change 
your medicines or change their doses. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• Let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• Tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy 
over-the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your medicines when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, 
and how often you take them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines 
you use. Then he or she can decide the best approach for your situation. 

The following medicines may cause serious and life-threatening side effects when taken with 
SUSTIVA. You should not take any of these medicines while taking SUSTIVA:* * 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be changed or have their dose changed when taken 
with SUSTIVA:** 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Fortovase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

How should I keep SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is available as 50 mg, 100 mg, and 200 mg capsules. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the bottle given to you by your pharmacist. 

The temperature can range from 59°-86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children. 

How can I learn more about SUSTIVA? 

Talk to your doctor or other healthcare provider if you have questions about either SUSTIVA 
or HIV. For additional information you can visit the SUSTIVA website at http://www.sustiva.com. 

This medicine was prescribed for your particular condition. Do not use 
it for any other condition or give it to anybody else. Keep SUSTIVA out of 
the reach of children. If you suspect that more than the prescribed dose 
of this medicine has been taken, contact your local poison control center 
or emergency room immediately.

T he state bureaucracy has al¬ 
ways made it easy for women 
to adopt their husband’s last 
names when they get married. All 
they have to do is show their mar¬ 
riage certificate at their local Cali¬ 
fornia Department of Motor Vehi¬ 
cles (DMV), pay a $15 fee, and 
their maiden name is history. 

Of course, gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple have had to jump through a 
few more hoops. Until recently, a 
“just domestically partnered” les¬ 
bian or gay man wanting to adopt 
their partner’s name, or perhaps 
hyphenate it with their own, had 
to go to court and pay a $200 fee. 

No more. Beginning Novem¬ 
ber 10, at the encouragement of 
San Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno, the DMV now treats newly¬ 
weds and newly-partnereds alike. 

Any local DMV presented with 
$15 and domestic partnership pa¬ 
pers from a city or state agency is 
now required to grant a name 
change request on identification 
that coincides with the name on 
the domestic partnership papers. 

For qualifying partnered indi¬ 
viduals anxious to express their 
devotion through nomenclature, 
the change will save them $185. 

“We just made one small move 
towards equality for lesbians and 
gay men who choose to be domes¬ 
tic partners,” commented Leno. T

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pose, we had an agenda. We were 
here to stop the war, or express 
our outrage” at government inac¬ 
tion over AIDS, said Nancy Wol- 
forth, national co-chair of Pride at 
Work. “The agenda came as part 
of the process prior to calling a 
march. You don’t call a march in a 
closed room and then say 18 
months later, let’s vote on what 
our priorities might be,” as the 
MMOW has done. 

Wolforth made the case that 
“there is a damned pressing need 
for us to be in our states and in 
our localities.” She pointed to 
Tom Ammiano’s mayoral cam¬ 
paign in San Francisco, which is 
broadly based “on issues of jus¬ 
tice.” Following that are the anti¬ 
gay Knight initiative (Proposition 
22) in California and a ballot at¬ 
tempt to roll back gay rights in 
Miami. “We need money so that 
we can have the ground troops to 
get out the vote,” not a march on 
Washington. 

Judy Garin, executive director 
of the National Coalition for Sex¬ 
ual Freedom, explained, “There is 
tremendous violence and dis¬ 
crimination against the 
leather/fetish community. A 
speaker at the podium of the 1993 
March was an important part of 
getting the psychological commu¬ 
nity to “de-list” this fetishism as 
necessarily a mental condition. 

The group has sought a simi¬ 
lar commitment for a speaker on 
the program in 2000 but “did not 
get warm fuzzy, feelings of inclu¬ 
sion” from their contacts with the 
MMOW. Earlier this fall the coali¬ 
tion hoard voted to withdraw its 
endorsement of the March. 

Howard Armistead, an AIDS 


researcher from Los Angeles, had 
played a catalytic role in the 1993 
March. He urged the board to “go 
back and look at the list” of 43 is¬ 
sues from that march. Another 
speaker said that very few came 
for the platform issues, he didn’t 
even know that there was one 
when he came to D.C. in 1993. 

Armistead declared that many 
people at earlier marches had met 
lovers, become activists, or be- 


said, “I want to be involved in 
making the pie.” 

Jose Gavilonzo said, “We 
should not see the failure of this 
march as a community problem, 
it is a private affair built around 
the narrow agenda” of HRC and 
the Universal Fellowship of Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Churches. 
He is affiliated with the Ad Hoc 
Committee.

come personally empowered by 
those events. He wanted another

Boy Scouts reject 
pro-gay troop

L ast Wednesday, December 
1, Congresswoman Lynn 
Woolsey, (D-Petaluma), 
and her United Church of Christ 
(UCC) pastor held a news confer¬ 
ence to denounce the Boy Scouts 
of America (BSA) for refusing to 
charter a church-sponsored troop 
headed by pro-gay scout leader 
Scott Cozza. 

“The Boy Scouts of America’s 
decision to deny the United 
Church of Christ’s request to 
sponsor a troop flies in the face of 
the core values that scouting says 
it works to promote,” Woolsey 
said in a prepared statement. 

Cozza, who heads Scouting for 
All, a national organization dedi¬ 
cated to lifting the gay ban in 
scouting, first approached the 
Petaluma United Church of 
Christ in June with the idea of 
starting a troop that would focus 
on community service and out¬ 
door exploration. Although Cozza 
is not a church member, he is a 
nearby neighbor and his two chil¬ 
dren have attended Bible classes at 
the church. 

Cozza was bounced from the 
troop where he had served as an 
assistant scoutmaster after he and 
his son, Steven, attracted national 


attention last year for their efforts 
to lift the gay ban. Troop officials 
said Cozza’s activism interfered 
with his work as a scout leader. 
Steven, a 14-year-old high school 
student, left the troop along with 
his father. 

In July the church began nego¬ 
tiating with the BSA to form the 
new troop, and in October the 
troop was denied. 

“The church was not granted a 
charter at this point,” said Scott 
Oldenburg, an executive with the 
Redwood Empire Council of the 
BSA. “It’s because, in the past, he 
[Scott Cozza] has used his scout¬ 
ing position to advance a person¬ 
al agenda. It’s based on his past 
record of troop involvement,” 
Oldenburg said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. 

“I was outraged. It was an in¬ 
sult to the church,” said Petaluma 
UCC pastor Lynda Burris at the 
press conference. “If the Boy 
Scouts don’t believe us, a mainline 
denomination, when we say we’re 
going to follow their rules, who 
can they believe?” 

The accusation is ridiculous, 
agreed Cozza, who believes that the 
Boy Scouts are, themselves, pro¬ 
moting a personal agenda by deny¬ 
ing membership to gay men and 
boys. He said the gay ban is only a

Big No on Knight 
benefit planned

W ith less than three 
months to go until the 
March 7, 2000 election - 
and just days before the San Fran¬ 
cisco mayoral runoff - Mayor 
Willie Brown has announced a 
million dollar fundraiser set for 
January 27 in San Francisco to 
help defeat Proposition 22, which 
would ban future recognition of 
gay marriages in California. 

If successful, some of the 
money raised at the benefit will 
help buy airtime to broadcast a 
new commercial from the cast of 
the hit television sitcom Will & 
Grace, in which they come out 
against the Knight initiative. 

Journey to a Hate Free Millenni¬ 
um, a documentary on recent hate 
crimes produced under the auspices 
of New Light Media, will be pre¬ 
miered at the benefit. The film will 
examine three recent murders: a gay 
student Matthew Shepard, infa¬ 
mously slain last year in Wyoming; 
James Byrd, an African American 
dragged to his death in Texas; and 
the killings at Columbine High 
School in Colorado. 

Campaign officials said they 
hoped to raise a modest $500,000 
at the event. 

But at a news conference out¬ 
side City Hall on Monday, Decem¬ 
ber 6, Brown, who is co-hosting 
the benefit, said the city can do

better. Flanked by several San 
Francisco supervisors and other 
officials, the mayor upped the goal 
to $1 million. With all the elected 
officials in San Francisco opposing 
the measure, raising a million dol¬ 
lars should not be difficult, he said. 

“San Francisco is a city that at 
all times has shown a great under¬ 
standing of the need for toler¬ 
ance,” said Brown. “But some 
things will not be tolerated. The 
intrusion of hate is one example.” 

Judy Shepard, mother of 
Matthew Shepard, is expected to 
speak at the event following the 
showing of the film. On Monday, 
she issued a statement through 
the No on Knight campaign op¬ 
posing the initiative: 

“Anti-gay violence does not 
happen in a vacuum,” said Super¬ 
visor Mark Leno, reading from 
Shepard’s statement. “It happens 
in a climate of fear, ignorance, and 
intolerance - the very climate the 
Knight initiative fosters. If we 
want to stop hate crimes, we must 
stop these hate initiatives.” 

Leno, one of the co-hosts of 
the benefit, frequently draws a 


connection between the Knight 
initiative and hate crimes. “In 
Colorado, something like 40 or 50 
percent of hate crimes happened 
in the month before and after 
Amendment 2,” Leno told the Bay 
Area Reporter, referring to that 
state’s anti-gay ballot measure of 
several years ago. 

The January 27 screening will 
be held at the Regency Building at 
1290 Sutter Street. VIP tickets, 
which include a reception with 
hors d’oeuvres at 6 p.m., are $500 
- $1,000, or $10,000 for a table of 
10. Tickets for the 8 p.m. screen¬ 
ing are $50 to $100. Additional 
funding is expected to be raised 
through corporate sponsorships. 

“If I could paraphrase a 
Christmas carol,” quipped may- 
oral candidate and Supervisor 
Tom Ammiano at the press con¬ 
ference. “Let’s all sing out ‘Silence 
Knight,’ instead of‘Silent Night.’ 

“As you know, there’s a bit of a 
campaign going on in San Fran¬ 
cisco,” he added. “But it doesn’t 
matter, because what’s important 
is the unification we need to de¬

tulski was not amused, and asked 
the man to stop talking, calling 
the comment “homophobic” after 
the meeting. 

“It’s not the kind of thing you 
expect someone to say, especially 
in a church building,” Mitulski 
said. 

But most others, including Mi¬ 
tulski, seemed to agree with 
Randy’s underlying point. 

“I walked into this meeting 
and saw a lot of anger. And I 
watched this man being very ar¬ 
rogant,” a woman named Fran 
said of Mitulski. “I saw this man 
thinking, ‘We’re going to do what¬ 
ever we want regardless of what 
these people think.’” 

Not in my 
backyard, either! 

Last Sunday’s meeting was 
much better attended than an ear¬ 
lier one due to a flyer circulated by 
neighbors opposed to the project, 
and a mention in the neighbor¬ 
hood newspaper, the Noe Valley 
Voice. 

Mitulski sent a letter to Board 
of Supervisors President Tom 
Ammiano on November 19, re¬ 
questing his assistance in obtain¬ 
ing $114,774 in city funds for the 
Noe Valley shelter, which would 
be open through May 15,2000 for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
queer, and questioning 
(LGBTQQ) homeless young 
adults. 

Although Ammiano and fel¬ 
low openly gay Supervisors Mark 
Leno and Leslie Katz have already 
set aside $250,000 in this year’s 
city budget for a queer youth shel¬ 
ter project that recently fell 
through in the Castro, Ammiano’s 
aide Tomas Lee told the B.A.R. 
that the supervisors want to pre¬ 
serve the money for a long-term 
project - perhaps next year, once 
an appropriate facility is found. 

Ammiano, who is running for 
mayor in the December 14 runoff 
election, did not attend Sunday’s 
meeting, sending instead legisla¬ 
tive aide Lee. 

“When Jim originally ap¬ 
proached the supervisor, he 
thought it was a good idea - on 
the condition that [Mitulski] 
worked with the neighbors,” Lee 
said toward the end of the meet¬ 
ing. “This is not a fait accompli.” 

Ammiano is expected to intro¬ 
duce legislation for funding the 
Noe Valley temporary shelter 
within the next two weeks, once 
the neighborhood is better in¬ 
formed about MCC’s plans. 

Ad hits 
Ammiano as 
anti-Catholic

A full-page ad in the Decem¬ 
ber 7 issue of The Indepen¬ 
dent, a city-subsidized 
weekly newspaper, attacked San 
Francisco mayoral candidate Tom 
Ammiano, claiming that the 
openly gay president of the Board 
of Supervisors has “declared war” 
on the city’s Catholic community. 

A condensed version of the ad 
also was circulated as a flyer out¬ 
side Catholic churches over the 
last two Sundays, according to Joe 
O’Donoghue, president of the 
Residential Builder’s Association. 
O’Donoghue’s group helped to 
produce the ad, which states that

The long shadow 
of the EVRC 

The Noe Valley shelter would 
be a collaboration with the Ark of 
Refuge, the nonprofit group that 
operated an equally controversial 
city-funded shelter in the Eureka 
Valley Recreation Center (EVRC) 
in the Castro last spring. 

Earlier this year, the 10-week, 
city-funded EVRC project provid¬ 
ed shelter to some 150 youth dur¬ 
ing the spring. The fallout from 
the project, which some residents 
felt brought increased crime and 
vagrancy to the neighborhood, ul¬ 
timately helped to sink another 
proposed shelter in the Castro - at 
the old City Athletic Club gym at 
2500 Market Street. 

Last week, after four months of 
arduous negotiations, Castro res¬ 


idents told Leno, who spearhead¬ 
ed the 2500 Market project, that 
they did not want an EVRC-like 
shelter in their neighborhood, 
preferring a smaller, “transitional 
housing” program. But even that 
proposal fell apart in the 11th 
hour when the building’s owner, 
Tor Hansen, withdrew his offer to 
lease the building to the city - re¬ 
portedly buckling to neighbor¬ 
hood pressure. 

The MCC-Golden Gate pro¬ 
ject at 1508 Church Street, which 
has adequate bathing and cooking 
facilities on site, would be smaller 
than the EVRC project, housing 
only 10-15 young adults between 
the ages of 18 and 23 each night. 

The youth would be transport¬ 
ed by van from the EVRC to the 
Church Street shelter at 9:30 p.m., 
where they would be provided 


dinner, showers, a bed, and break¬ 
fast, and transportation back to 
the Castro at 9 the next morning. 

No drugs, alcohol, or cigarettes 
would be permitted. Drop-ins 
would not be admitted to the 
shelter, and if a youth were to 
leave during the night, they would 
not be re-admitted. A minimum 
of two staff members would be on 
site at all times. 

Crime and process 

The two top concerns ex¬ 
pressed at Sunday’s meeting were 
security and “process,” or inade¬ 
quate advance consultation with 
the neighbors - the same two is¬ 
sues raised by neighbors of the 
failed shelter project at 2500 Mar¬ 
ket Street in the Castro. 

Neighbor Rachel Callahan, a 
physician, said the shelter would do 


“nothing to help those kids,” while 
it would endanger the community. 
“Right now, the neighborhood has 
a low crime rate,” she said. “There 
are no used condoms, needles, or 
human excrement on the street.” 

But several speakers appealed 
to the neighbors to move beyond 
the “process” issues, and under¬ 
stand the special challenges faced 
by LGBTQQ youth in time for 
winter. 

“These are not kids like any 
other homeless kids,” cried Bryna 
Rifkin, who said she has 30 years 
experience as a schoolteacher. 
“Their whole educational experi¬ 
ence has been traumatic. They 
have dealt with a lot of other 
problems that a lot of people 
never see ... Someone has to 
reach out a hand.”

Ammiano supporter, in reference 
to Ammiano being a regular Muni 
rider. 

When the candidates arrived, 
supporters chanted “Four more 
years,” when Brown walked up to 
the podium, and “Win, Tom, win,” 
when Ammiano entered the audi¬ 
torium. The crowd was about 
evenly split between the candidates. 

Opening statements 

“This is truly participatory 
democracy at its best,” Ammiano 
said during his opening statement, 
adding that one difference be¬ 
tween himself and Brown is one of 
openness in city government. “I 
promise that change to you.” 

Brown said people have asked 
important questions during the 
debates. “You’ve asked me about 
Muni and you’ve asked Tom 
about taxes. There are differences 
between us. I have consistently 
pushed for lower crime,” Brown 
said, adding that Ammiano voted 
against Brown’s budget plan to 
hire 21 additional police officers. 

Crime, housing, AIDS 

The candidates were asked 
how they would make the Tender¬ 
loin - a rough area known for its 
crime rate - safer for families, 
children, and senior citizens. 

Brown pointed to full police 
staffing and mentioned the police 
station planned for the Tender¬ 
loin. He also mentioned parks 
that have been cleaned up, includ¬ 
ing the children’s play areas in the 
Civic Center. “All these are steps 
designed to produce a safe, friend¬ 
ly environment,” said the mayor. 

“I found the mayor’s opening 
statement very taxing,” Ammiano 


quipped, drawing laughter from 
the audience. The Board of Su¬ 
pervisors president then stated 
that he voted for what the board’s 
budget analyst recommended re¬ 
garding the 21 police officers - to 
hire them later in the budget year. 

“I do believe in community 
policing,” Ammiano said, adding 
he’d also like to explore incentives 
for police officers who live in the 
neighborhoods they patrol. 

Another question involved the 
homeless, one of the big issues in 
the mayor’s race. Ammiano said 
he’d like to involve homeless peo¬ 
ple in the city’s homeless policies. 
As for quality-of-life laws, such as 
aggressive panhandling, Ammi¬ 
ano said he wants those laws im¬ 
plemented. 

Brown defended his decisions 
on the homeless, saying San Fran¬ 
cisco has been “a model for the 
nation.” He said a continuum of 
care plan has been implemented 
and that $14 million was added to 
the city’s budget to increase the 
substance abuse treatment on de¬ 
mand program. 

Affordable housing and the 
state Ellis Act law were also dis¬ 
cussed at Sunday’s debate. The 
Ellis Act allows building owners 
the right to take their property off 
the rental market and evict all 
tenants. A change in the law that 
goes into effect next month forces 
property owners to give more no¬ 
tice to tenants, and that has re¬ 
sulted in more Ellis Act evictions 
now, before the law changes. 

“The Ellis Act has become a 
major issue in our city,” Brown 
said. He added that he “stepped 
up to the plate” regarding an Ellis 
Act eviction in Chinatown and 
got the planned evictions of el¬ 
derly tenants stopped. Brown also 
talked about working with state 
Senator John Burton (D-San 


Francisco) to further change the 
law. 

“We need to ‘Ellis’ the Ellis 
Act,” Ammiano responded. He 
added that while some of Brown’s 
ideas “have merit,” something 
needs to be done immediately to 
halt the evictions. “We need to 
move ahead at full speed.” 

On another housing question, 
Brown pointed to the 1,500 units 
of affordable housing created dur¬ 
ing the last four years and talked 
of future affordable housing units 
at Treasure Island and other loca¬ 
tions. “It is necessary for people to 
have a place to live,” said Brown. 

“This is the definitive issue to 
me for the next mayor,” said Am¬ 
miano. “Neighbors need to call 
the shots.” He suggested a possible 
wavier on density restrictions for 
developers in exchange for a per¬ 
centage of the units being desig¬ 
nated for affordable housing. Am¬ 
miano pointed out that live-work 
lofts are not required to have af¬ 
fordable housing nor are they re¬ 
quired to pay school fees. 

The candidates addressed 
HIV/AIDS issues, which also con¬ 
cern many Tenderloin residents. 
“The personal becomes political,” 
said Ammiano, who lost his part¬ 
ner to the disease. “Peer education 
is crucial to the prevention of 
HIV.” He said he’s a “little dis¬ 
turbed about” the current state of 
the city’s AIDS services, noting 
San Francisco General Hospital 
has had to cut hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars for AIDS services. 

Brown touted his AIDS Sum¬ 
mit held in January 1998 that 
produced over 200 initiatives. Of 
those, a return to work program 
has been implemented through 
the Department of Public Health, 
the mayor said. “AIDS is still a real 
threat in communities of color,” 
he added. ▼

Lobel said she has no specific 
people in mind to replace her, but 
wants someone who will contin¬ 
ue NGLTF’s expanded vision. 

“Our ideals will remain intact, 
because that is the nature of this 
organization,” said Lobel. “We are 
deeply connected to people with 
real lives.” 

‘No-brainer’ inclusion 

It is this connection, said 
Lobel, that led to NGLTF’s ex¬ 
panded vision, because for many 
of those involved with the work, 
inclusion of race, class, and gen¬ 
der was “a no-brainer.” Under 
Lobel, the task force refused to en¬ 
dorse the federal Employment 
Non-Discrimination Act 

(ENDA), written to protect gays 
and lesbians, because transgen¬ 
ders were not included in the lan¬ 
guage of the bill. Other groups, 
such as the Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign (HRC), backed the bill, be¬ 
lieving it was best to take whatev¬ 
er they could get. Lobel, however, 
believes that “No one should be 
forced to leave a part of him or 
herself at the door in order to par¬ 
ticipate in our movement.” 

“We have understood that this is 
what most LGBT people need in 
order to live their lives,” said Lobel, 


“because we have been out there, 
and have helped build the infra¬ 
structure of these local movements.” 

The LGBT movement has 
grown tremendously under 
Lobel’s leadership at the task 
force, according to colleagues. 

“Since Kerry Lobel became ex¬ 
ecutive director of NGLTF in 
1996, we have all benefited from 
her vision of a stronger grassroots 
movement for equal rights for all 
Americans,” said Brian Bond, ex¬ 


ecutive director of the Gay and 
Lesbian Victory Fund. 

“NGLTF and our movement 
will forever be stronger because of 
Kerry Lobel,” said Rachel Rosen, 
NGLTF board co-chair. 

NGLTF’s annual budget went 
from $2 million to $3.6 million in 
three years, and its staff went from 
16 to 34 people. NGLTF also 
launched several new programs 
under Lobel, from the Aging Ini¬ 
tiative, which addresses Medicaid, 
Social Security, and the aging 
process from an LGBT stand¬ 


point; to the Legislative Lawyer 
Project, where lobbyists and 
lawyers work together at a local 
level to develop strategies to com¬ 
bat anti-gay bills in their region. 
Another program, Equality Be¬ 
gins at Home, culminated in 350 
events in 50 state capitals last 
March, and NGLTF dispersed 
$5,000 to every state and two ter¬ 
ritories in order to help build local 
movement infrastructure. Addi¬ 
tionally, the Racial and Economic 


Justice Initiative established a 
long-term commitment to com¬ 
munities of color and to corqbat- 
ing racism within predominately 
white LGBT circles. 

Lobel, of course, wants all of 
this work to continue after her de¬ 
parture, and would also like to see 
outreach to other populations, 
such as prisoners. 

“We haven’t done prison pro¬ 
gramming, and it’s a tremendous 
need that has to be filled,” said 
Lobel, citing prison problems 
such as inadequate healthcare, 
transgenders housed according to 
assigned gender on legal docu¬ 
ments, and violence against incar¬ 
cerated LGBT people. “As we 
begin to understand our commu¬ 
nity more, I hope that new initia¬ 
tives will emerge.” 

Lobel is optimistic that her 
successor will not only build on 
what she has done, but be able to 
surpass it. 

“I don’t have any doubt,” said 
Lobel, “that he or she is out 
there.” ▼

AIDS medication issues 
almost ignored at WTO

§1 uring last weeks protests in 
ip Seattle surrounding the 
Hir World Trade Organization 
conference we heard much about 
environmental and labor concerns. 
A less prominent but equally vital 
issue has emerged: compulsory li¬ 
censing and parallel importing. 

At stake is the ability of de¬ 
veloping nations as well as 
countries with social¬ 
ized medicine such as 
Canada to manufac¬ 
ture generic versions of 
essential HIV/AIDS drugs 
such as Epivir and Zerit 
(3TC and d4T) to treat those 
who cannot afford the 
exorbitant cost of 
brand name 

HIV/AIDS drugs. This 
political hot potato is preventing 
millions of people from receiving 
HIV/AIDS medicine. Low cost 
medicines are the solution to sav¬ 
ing lives on a global scale. But while 
the politicians and the drug manu¬ 
facturers argue, here in the Bay 
Area as well as around the country 
HIV/AIDS activists have organized 
programs to provide life-saving 
drugs free of charge to those who 
could not otherwise afford them. 

For the past few years the 
African AIDS Network (AAN) 
and the Positive Humanists & 
Friends, AIDS Medicine Recycling 
Project have sent a continuous 
supply of AIDS medications to 
some 120 people in countries 
such as Kenya, Tanzania, Uganda, 
the Congo, Ethiopia, Nigeria, 
South Africa, Thailand, Mexico, El 
Salvador, Colombia, Peru, Chile, 


Cuba, and Zimbabwe. Both orga¬ 
nizations rely on donated medi¬ 
cines from people who switch 
treatments. These drugs come 
from a variety of sources such as 
hospices, clinics, and individuals. 

The AAN and Positive Hu¬ 
manists groups work closely with 
AIDS service organizations such 
as the Laura Rodriguez Founda¬ 
tion in Chile and the Centre in 
Zimbabwe in order to ensure that 
patients receive proper medical 
treatment at no cost and that 
their progress is closely 
followed. So far the re¬ 
sults have been ex¬ 
tremely encouraging. 
Both organizations 
have been able to main¬ 
tain an uninterrupted 
supply of medica¬ 
tions to the recipi¬ 
ents. As a conse¬ 
quence the results 
have been outstanding. 

Following are some quotes 
from a few of the recipients: 

“Before I came to the Centre, 
my position seemed bleak, with 
very little hope and my health de¬ 
teriorating.

Information for Patients About VIRACEPT® (Vl-ra-cept) 
Generic Name: nelfinavir (nel-FIN-na-veer) mesylate 

For the Treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV) Infection 

Please read this information carefully before taking VIRACEPT. Also, please read this leaflet each time 
you renew the prescription, just in case anything has changed. This is a summary and not a replacement 
for a careful discussion with your doctor. You and your doctor should discuss VIRACEPT when you start 
taking this medication and at regular checkups. You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking 
VIRACEPT and should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 

WHAT IS VIRACEPT AND HOW DOES IT WORK? 

VIRACEPT is used in the treatment of people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) infection. 
Infection with HIV leads to the destruction of CD4 T cells, which are important to the immune system. 
After a large number of CD4 cells have been destroyed, the infected person develops acquired immune 
deficiency syndrome (AIDS). 

VIRACEPT works by blocking HIV protease (a protein-cutting enzyme), which is required for HIV to 
multiply. VIRACEPT has been shown to significantly reduce the amount of HIV in the blood. You should 
be aware, however, that the effect of VIRACEPT on HIV in the blood has not been correlated with long¬ 
term health benefits. Patients who took VIRACEPT also had significant increases in their CD4 cell count. 

VIRACEPT is usually taken together with other antiretroviral drugs such as Retrovir® (zidovudine, 
AZT), Epivir® (lamivudine, 3TC), or Zerit® (stavudine, d4T). Taking VIRACEPT in combination with other 
antiretroviral drugs reduces the amount of HIV in the body (viral load) and raises CD4 counts. 

VIRACEPT may be taken by adults, adolescents, and children 2 years of age or older. Studies in infants 
younger than 2 years of age are now taking place. 

DOES VIRACEPT CURE HIV OR AIDS? 

VIRACEPT is not a cure for HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term effects of VIRACEPT are not known at 
this time. People taking VIRACEPT may still develop opportunistic infections of other conditions 
associated with HIV infection. Some of these conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections, and Kaposi’s sarcoma. 

It is not known whether VIRACEPT will help you live longer or reduce the number of infections or other 
illnesses that may occur. 

There is no proof that VIRACEPT can reduce the risk of transmitting HIV to others through sexual 
contact or blood contamination. 

WHO SHOULD OR SHOULD NOT TAKE VIRACEPT? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether VIRACEPT is appropriate for you. In making 
your decision, the following should be considered: 

Allergies: If you have had a serious allergic reaction to VIRACEPT, you must not take VIRACEPT. 

You should also inform your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist of any known allergies to substances such as 
other medicines, foods, preservatives, or dyes. 

If you are pregnant: The effects of VIRACEPT on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not 
known. If you are pregnant or plan to become pregnant, you should tell your doctor before taking 
VIRACEPT. 

If you are breast-feeding: You should discuss with your doctor the best way to feed your baby. You 
should be aware that if your baby does not already have HIV, there is a chance that it can be transmitted 
through breast-feeding. Women should not breast-feed if they have HIV. 

Children: VIRACEPT is available for the treatment of children 2 through 13 years of age with HIV. There 
is a powder form of VIRACEPT that can be mixed with milk, baby formula, or foods like pudding. 
Instructions on how to take VIRACEPT powder can be found in a later section that discusses how 
VIRACEPT Oral Powder should be prepared. 

If you have liver disease: VIRACEPT has not been studied in people with liver disease. If you have liver 
disease, you should tell your doctor before taking VIRACEPT. 

Other medical problems: Certain medical problems may affect the use of VIRACEPT. Some people 
taking protease inhibitors have developed new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Some 
people with hemophilia have had increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have hemophilia types A and B, diabetes 
mellitus, or an increase in thirst and/or frequent urination. 

CAN VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER MEDICATIONS? 

VIRACEPT may interact with other drugs, including those you take without a prescription. You must 
discuss with your doctor any drugs that you are taking or are planning to take before you take VIRACEPT. 

Drugs you should not take with VIRACEPT: 

• Seldane® (terfenadine, for allergies) 

• Hismanal® (astemizole, for allergies) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride, for heartburn) 

• Cordarone®(amiodarone, for irregular heartbeat) 

• Quinidine (for irregular heartbeat), also known as Quinaglute® Cardioquin® Quinidex®, and others 

• Ergot derivatives (Cafergot® and others, for migraine headache) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

Taking the above drugs with VIRACEPT may cause serious and/or life-threatening adverse events. 

• Rifampin (for tuberculosis), also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or Rifamate® 

This drug reduces blood levels of VIRACEPT. 

Dose reduction required if you take VIRACEPT with: 

Mycobutin® (rifabutin, for MAC); you will need to take a lower dose of Mycobutin. 

A change of therapy should be considered if you are taking VIRACEPT with: 

• Phenobarbital 

• Phenytoin (Dilantin® and others) 

• Carbamazepine (Tegretol® and others) 

These agents may reduce the amount of VIRACEPT in your blood and make it less effective. 

• Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) 

If you are taking the pill to prevent pregnancy, you should use a different type of contraception since 
VIRACEPT may reduce the effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE TAKEN WITH OTHER ANTI-HIV DRUGS? 

Taking VIRACEPT together with other anti-HIV drugs increases their ability to fight the virus. It also 
reduces the opportunity for resistant viruses to grow. Based on your history of taking other anti-HIV 
medicine, your doctor will direct you on how to take VIRACEPT and other anti-HIV medicines. These 
drugs should be taken in a certain order or at specific times. This will depend on how many times a day 
each medicine should be taken. It will also depend on whether it should be taken with or without food. 
Nucleoside analogues: No drug interaction problems were seen when VIRACEPT was given with: 

• Retrovir (zidovudine, AZT) 

• Epivir (lamivudine, 3TC) 

• Zerit (stavudine, d4T) 

• Videx®(didanosine, ddl) 

If you are taking both Videx (ddl) and VIRACEPT: Videx should be taken without food, on an empty 
stomach. Therefore, you should take VIRACEPT with food one hour after or more than two hours before 
you take Videx. 

Nonnucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitors (NNRTIs): 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Viramune® (nevirapine! 

The amount of VIRACEPT in your blood may be reduced. Studies are now taking place to learn about 
the safety of combining VIRACEPT with Viramune. 

• Other NNRTIs 

VIRACEPT has not been studied with other NNRTIs. 


Other protease inhibitors: 

When VIRACEPT is taken together with: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

The amount of both drugs in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Norvir™ (ritonavir) 

The amount of V+RACEPT in your blood may be increased. Currently, there are no safety and efficacy 
data available from the use of this combination. 

• Invirase® (saquinavir) 

The amount of saquinavir in your blood may be increased. If used in combination with saquinavir hard 
gelatin capsules at 600 mg three times daily, no dose adjustments are needed. Currently, there are no 
safety and efficacy data available from the use of this combination. 

WHAT ARE THE SIDE EFFECTS OF VIRACEPT? 

Like all medicines, VIRACEPT can cause side effects. Most of the side effects experienced with 
VIRACEPT have been mild to moderate. Diarrhea is the most common side effect in people taking 
VIRACEPT, and most adult patients had at least mild diarrhea at some point during treatment. In clinical 
studies, about 20% of patients receiving VIRACEPT 750 mg (three tablets) three times daily had four or 
more loose stools a day. In most cases, diarrhea can be controlled using antidiarrheal medicines, such 
as Imodium® A-D (loperamide) and others, which are available without a prescription. 

Other side effects that occurred in 2% or more of patients receiving VIRACEPT include abdominal pain, 
asthenia, nausea, flatulence, and rash. 

There were other side effects noted in clinical studies that occurred in less than 2% of patients receiving 
VIRACEPT. However, these side effects may have been due to other drugs that patients were taking or to 
the illness itself. Except for diarrhea, there were not many differences in side effects in patients who took 
VIRACEPT along with other drugs compared with those who took only the other drugs. For a complete list 
of side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

HOW SHOULD I TAKE VIRACEPT? 

VIRACEPT is available only with your doctor’s prescription. The light blue VIRACEPT Tablets should be 
taken three times a day. VIRACEPT should always be taken with a meal or a light snack. You do not have 
to take VIRACEPT exactly every 8 hours. Instead, you can take it at normal times when you are eating. 

Take VIRACEPT exactly as directed by your doctor. Do not increase or decrease any dose or the 
number of doses per day. Also, take this medicine for the exact period of time that your doctor has 
instructed. Do not stop taking VIRACEPT without first consulting with your doctor, even if you are 
feeling better. 

Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. Do not give VIRACEPT to others or 
take medicine prescribed for someone else. 

The dosing of VIRACEPT may be different for you than for other patients. Follow the directions from 
your doctor, exactly as written on the label. The amount of VIRACEPT in the blood should remain 
somewhat consistent over time. Missing doses will cause the concentration of VIRACEPT to decrease; 
therefore, you should not miss any doses. However, if you miss a dose, you should take the dose as 
soon as possible and then take your next scheduled dose and future doses as originally scheduled. 

Dosing in adults (including children 14 years of age and older) 

The recommended adult dose of VIRACEPT is 750 mg (three tablets) taken three times a day. Each 
dose should be taken with a meal or light snack. 

Dosing in children 2 through 13 years of age 

The VIRACEPT dose in children depends on their weight. The recommended dose is 20 to 30 mg/kg (or 
9 to 14 mg/pound) per dose, taken three times daily with a meal or light snack. This can be administered 
either in tablet form or, in children unable to take tablets, as VIRACEPT Oral Powder. 

Dose instructions will be provided by the child’s doctor. The dose will be given three times daily using the 
measuring scoop provided, a measuring teaspoon, or one or more tablets depending on the weight and 
age of the child. The amount of oral powder or tablets to be given to a child is described in the chart below.

* 1 level scoop contains 50 mg of VIRACEPT. Use only the scoop provided with your VIRACEPT bottle. 
f 1 level teaspoon contains 200 mg of VIRACEPT. Note: A measuring teaspoon used for dispensing 
medication should be used for measuring VIRACEPT Oral Powder. Ask your pharmacist to make sure 
you have a medication dispensing teaspoon. 

How should VIRACEPT Oral Powder be prepared? 

The oral powder may be mixed with a small amount of water, milk, formula, soy formula, soy milk, 
dietary supplements, or dairy foods such as pudding or ice cream. Once mixed, the entire amount must 
be taken to obtain the full dose. 

Do not mix the powder with any acidic food or juice, such as orange or grapefruit juice, apple juice, or 
apple sauce, because this may create a bitter taste. 

Once the powder is mixed, it may be stored at room temperature or refrigerated for up to 6 hours. Do 
not heat the mixed dose once it has been prepared. 

Do not add water to bottles of oral powder. 

VIRACEPT powder is supplied with a scoop for measuring. For help in determining the exact dose of 
powder for your child, please ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. 

VIRACEPT Oral Powder contains aspartame, a low-calorie sweetener, and therefore should not be 
taken by children with phenylketonuria (PKU). 

HOW SHOULD VIRACEPT BE STORED? 

Keep VIRACEPT and all other medicines out of the reach of children. Keep bottle closed and store at 
room temperature (between 59°F and 86°F) away from sources of moisture such as a sink or other damp 
place. Heat and moisture may reduce the effectiveness of VIRACEPT. 

Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be sure that if you throw any 
medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 

Discuss all questions about your health with your doctor. If you have questions about VIRACEPT 
or any other medication you are taking, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You can also call

W . Frank Finch, known as 
“Father Frank” by his 
many admirers, died of 
complications related to AIDS just 
after midnight on November 22,14 
years to do the day since he pur¬ 
chased “The Church,” a building on 
Clementina Street in the South of 
Market District of San Francisco. 

Born January 25, 1930 in a 
small North Dakota town, Finch 
studied to be a priest in the Seattle 
area for six years, but declined to 
take the Holy Orders, according to 
his friend of 14 years, John Larkin. 

Finch migrated to the Bay Area 
40 years ago, eventually merging 
his interest in religion with a de¬ 
sire provide a venue for gay men 
to have sex, while preserving a 
sense of anonymity. This led to his

founding of the Clementina 
church, formally known as “The 
Church of St. Priapus,” which be¬ 
came a forerunner of many sex 
clubs that sprang up in the city 


upon the closure of the gay bath¬ 
houses in 1984. 

“He sort of exemplified the 
spirit of St. Francis of Assisi,” said 
Larkin. “Because there would al¬ 
ways be a steady stream of people 
coming to his door, many just out 
of jail. He would always give them 
small amounts of cash to help 
them out.” 

In addition to Larkin, Finch is 
survived by many dear friends, in¬ 
cluding Bill Regnerus of San 
Francisco, who called Finch “the 
definition of love.” 

Finch, a senior payroll analyst 
for the city of San Francisco for 
many years, will be memorialized 
at the noon Mass this Saturday, 
December 11 at Saint Boniface 
Church at 133 Golden Gate Av¬ 
enue in San Francisco. A gather¬ 
ing for Father Frank’s admirers 
will be held following the Mass. T 


Activists decry lack of drug access; 
Clinton hints at modified policy

O n both coasts last week, ac¬ 
tivists marked World AIDS 
Day (December 1) by 
protesting U.S. trade policies that 
limit access to anti-HIV drugs for 
people in developing countries. 

In Seattle, some 50,000 
demonstrators gathered to protest 
a meeting of the World Trade Or¬ 
ganization (WTO). Surrounded 
by riot police, National Guard sol¬ 
diers, and clouds of tear gas, pro¬ 
testers spoke out against interna¬ 
tional trade rules-that harm the 
environment and hurt low-in¬ 
come workers. 

A number of protesters in Seat¬ 
tle focused on trade issues as they 
relate to drug patents and access. 
WTO member countries must 
agree to honor foreign patents. 
However, WTO trade-related as¬ 
pects of intellectual property 
rights (TRIPS) agreements allow 
for compulsory licensing, under 
which countries may locally man¬ 
ufacture less expensive generic 
versions of patented drugs, and 
parallel importing, which allows 
countries to import drugs from 
the cheapest source. The U.S. has 
stronger rules protecting pharma¬ 
ceutical company patents and has 
threatened trade sanctions against 
Thailand, South Africa, and other 
countries that have attempted to 
make generic drugs available. 

The international group Medi¬ 
ans san Frontie’res (Doctors with¬ 
out Borders) held a forum and 
press conference on drug availabil¬ 
ity for poor nations. Launching its 
“Access to Essential Medicines” 
campaign, the group released a 
statement reading, “At the start of 
this new WTO negotiating round,

we demand that existing TRIPS 
rules allowing developing countries 
to produce and import medicines 
be applied without the threat of 
trade retaliation.” The Internation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Human Rights 
Commission (IGLHRC) also made 
drug access a major focus. Accord¬ 
ing to IGLHRC Director of Public 
Education Jamie Balboa, the U.S. 
government has “manipulated 
trade regulations to keep life-saving 
medicines accessible only to the 
most wealthy in the world to en¬ 
sure profits for the pharmaceutical 
industry.” 

Across the country in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., some 400 activists 
from ACT UP/Philadelphia and 
other groups associated with the 
Health GAP Coalition held a 
march and rally in front of the 
White House. Chanting “Pills cost 
pennies, greed costs lives,” 
demonstrators marched past the 
offices of pharmaceutical giant 
Bristol-Myers Squibb, which has 
opposed efforts in Thailand to de¬ 
velop a generic version of ddl. 
Demonstrators presented Presi¬ 
dent Bill Clinton with a golden 


urn, a tradition started at the 1996 
International AIDS Conference in 
Vancouver; the urns are awarded 
to companies and individuals 
whose misguided policies and 
greed are detrimental to people 
with HIV. Ten protesters who 
tried to chain themselves to the 
White House fence were arrested. 

In conjunction with the bi¬ 
coastal actions, the Health GAP 
Coalition released a white paper 
that described several cases in 
which the U.S. government has, 
according to the authors, put 
“drug company concerns ahead of 
public health” in international 
trade negotiations. The coalition 
has asked the WTO to form a 
working group on drug access and 
to consult with the World Health 
Organization on issues relating to 
patents on medicines. 

Speaking to the WTO dele¬ 
gates in Seattle, Clinton indicated 
that the U.S. may relax its rules 
against compulsory licensing and 
parallel importing, particularly in 
the case of AIDS drugs. “Intellec¬ 
tual property protections are very 
important to a modern economy,” 
he said, “but where the HIV and 
AIDS epidemics are involved ... 
the U.S. will henceforth imple¬ 
ment its healthcare and trade 
policies in a manner that ensures 
people in the poorest countries 
won’t have to go without medi¬ 
cine they so desperately need.” 
The administration said that U.S. 
Trade Representative Charlene 
Barshefsky would work with the 
Department of Health and 
Human Services to develop a 
“flexible” method for deciding on 
a case-by-case basis whether to 
grant poor countries access to less 
expensive drugs during health 
emergencies. ▼

Julie Burdekin said she had 
lived for 10 years on nearby Dun¬ 
can Street, where she had raised 
her son, now 20 years old.

Action (LGADDA). Robert 
Barnes, a well-known political 
consultant and Alice Club mem¬ 
ber, said the two groups paid 
$150,000 to television and radio 
stations to air the ad between now 
and the December 14 runoff. 

Brown faces openly gay Board 
of Supervisors President Tom Am- 
miano in the upcoming runoff. 
While Ammiano has more sup¬ 
port among gays and lesbians - 53 
percent to 31 percent according to 
a recent poll published in the San 
Francisco Chronicle , Brown leads 
his challenger by about 20 points 
overall. Ammiano’s campaign staff 
pointed out that pollsters misread 
voters before last month s election, 
predicting Ammiano would finish 
third with about 12 percent of the 
vote. He came in second with 
about 25 percent of the vote. 

At a screening for the ad last Fri¬ 
day, members of both gay political 
clubs spoke about the significance 
of the ad. Barnes said the two clubs 
raised the money through fundrais¬ 
ers and “from a lot of different 
groups .” The ad was produced by 
Robert Barnes & Associates. 

“Never before has a gay couple 
spoken to the electorate at large,” 
Barnes said. 

“This ad is representative of 
our commitment to building 
coalitions, our commitment to 


standing up for the diversity of 
our LGBT community, and our 
ability to bring together a positive 
and effective campaign to support 
the re-election of Willie Brown,” 
said Esther Lee, Alice Club co¬ 
chair. “This is not only a first for 
our production of this political 
TV ad, but a first for the collabo¬ 
rative efforts between Alice and 
LGADDA to make it happen.” 

Added Alonzo Reese, political 
action committee chair of LGAD¬ 
DA, “The difference between this 
runoff and the mayor’s first success¬ 
ful election is that this year Mayor 
Brown’s opponent, Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano, is a gay man who also of¬ 
fers a strong history of support for 
the gay and lesbian community.” 

Reese said he and others un¬ 
derstand how that creates a diffi¬ 
cult decision for many in the les¬ 
bian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der community. 

“The message is that it’s okay 
to be LGBT in San Francisco and 
vote for Willie Brown,” Lee said. 

Lee said the Alice Club has 
taken some heat in the communi¬ 
ty for its decision to endorse 
Brown. “We did get juicy hate mail 
and voice mails accusing us of 
being sellouts,” Lee said. 

She added, however, that ex¬ 
pecting all gays to vote for Ammi¬ 
ano is ridiculous. “In that same 
sense, then I should have gotten all 
the Asians out to vote for [Senate 
candidate] Matt Fong instead of for 
Barbara Boxer last year,” Lee said. ▼

Boston at which she met Fields, 
the wife of Atlantic Monthly edi¬ 
tor James Fields. The two women 
became friends instantly, and 
when Fields’s husband died in 
1881, she and Jewett formed a 
Boston marriage. Jewett kept the 
family home she had inherited in 
Maine, and for five months out of 
the year, she stayed there alone, 
writing full time. The two women 
wrote letters back and forth al¬ 
most daily, calling each other 
names like “dear love” and ex¬ 
pressing their loneliness for each 
other. 

Then, during the rest of the 
year, “Mrs. Fields and Miss Jewett” 
lived together in Boston, hosting 
a literary salon attended by many 
of the greatest writers of the day, 
including James himself, Ralph 
Waldo Emerson, Henry 
Wadsworth Longfellow, and on 
one occasion Charles Dickens. 
Their friends included a support 


network of other couples in 
Boston marriages, for example, 
novelist Willa Cather and her 
partner Edith Lewis. Jewett and 
Fields regained intimate com¬ 
panions until Jewett’s death in 
1909. 

Whether these relationships 
were typically sexual in nature is 
unknown, though among the 
wider society they were (and gen¬ 
erally continue to be) presumed 
to be asexual. With the rise of sci¬ 
entific and medical inquiry into 
sexuality in the first decades of the 
20th century, these close, loving 
friendships between women came 
under sharp scrutiny and began to 
be pathologized as “female inver¬ 
sion.” ▼

it was paid for by “concerned 
Catholic and Christian commu¬ 
nities.” 

O’Donoghue acknowledged 
that the flyer was also circulated 
at his annual Christmas party last 
Saturday, where he showed it to 
his guests, including Mayor Willie 
Brown, Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden, and Brown consultant 
Robert Barnes. 

With photos and text, the ad 
focuses on Ammiano’s famous 
defense of the Sisters of Perpetu¬ 
al Indulgence when they success¬ 
fully applied for a city permit to 
close down two blocks of Castro 
Street last Easter. 

“I think it is an insult for these 
politicians to tell us Catholics 
how we should feel, how we 
should think, and how we should 
vote,” Sister Bernie Galvin told the 
Bay Area Reporter, commenting 
on what she called a “low-down, 
homophobic” ad. Galvin is a 
Catholic nun of the Sisters of Di¬ 


vine Providence, and leader of the 
Religious Witnesses for Homeless 
People. 

“If you call this ad homopho¬ 
bic, then I call you heterophobic,” 
O’Donoghue told the B.A.R. “If 
Tom has a problem with us 
putting together this ad as a com¬ 
posite [of his record], then he’d 
better go see Goebbels and resur¬ 
rect him, because he also had a 
problem when the truth came 
out.” 

“The residential builders have 
ridden a gravy train at City Hall 
for four years,” said Belinda Gris¬ 
wold, Ammiano’s campaign 
spokesperson, responding to the 
ad. “They are afraid San Francis¬ 
cans, instead of big business, will 
be in the driver’s seat.” 

Speaking at the Common¬ 
wealth Club on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 7, Ammiano addressed the 
resurrected controversy over the 
Easter event. “Jerry Falwell comes 
here all the time and says some 
hideous things about gay people. 
Democracy is not always pretty,” 
he said, adding that he, too, is 
Catholic. T

Michael England, 54, is an 
openly gay Castro area renter, and 
also an Ammiano supporter. “I’m 
not sure that Brown is different 
from any other politician that has 
been in office a long time - he has 
a lot of connections and a lot of 
influence. Still, I think that tends 
to have a corrupting effect. I think 
Tom is far less corrupt than the 
mayor is.” 

Michael Beekman, an openly 
gay renter, supported Ammiano 


“strictly as a protest vote” in the 
general election, but will vote for 
the incumbent in the runoff. 
“Tom scares me on the tax issue,” 
he said. “All of his solutions seem 
to be related to raising taxes, in 
terms of social issues, fiscal issues, 
whatever else.” 

Susan Reiner-Lyon, 53, lives in 
Noe Valley and works in the med¬ 
ical field. Openly lesbian, she will 
vote for Ammiano, but not be¬ 
cause he’s gay. “I really do believe 
that he has the neighborhoods’ 
best interests at heart,” she said. 

“I’m also real tired of Mayor 
Brown’s self-interest and his in¬ 


terest for his friends, the crony¬ 
ism,” Reiner-Lyon commented. “I 
was very supportive of him, very 
excited four years ago, and feel 
very let down for the city of San 
Francisco.” 

Vincent Horn voted for open¬ 
ly gay mayoral candidate Jim 
Reid in the general election, but 
is undecided about the runoff. “I 
guess for me it will be a matter of 
who will make the most effective 
changes,” said the 33-year-old 
homeowner. “The biggest thing 
is Muni. I don’t think any 
changes have been made whatso¬ 
ever.” T

policy, not something that actually 
appears in the Scouting Handbook 
of rules and regulations. 

“It would have been a positive 
troop for the Boy Scouts of Amer¬ 
ica,” said Cozza. “We were going to 
focus on community service, 
working with homeless kids at the 
COTS [Committee On the Shel¬ 


terless] shelter in Petaluma. Steve 
was looking forward to working 
with the little guys.” 

Cozza said the troop would 
have followed a “Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell” policy towards gay scouts 
and scout leaders. 

“We were going to be one of 
those troops that are affirming to 
all people,” Cozza remarked. 

According to Cozza, it is up to 
the church to appeal the charter 
denial. In the meantime, he plans 


to continue his efforts with Scout¬ 
ing for All, which, through its 
website, has become a focal point 
for gays who have been thrown 
out of scouting. 

The organization’s petition to 
lift the gay ban has garnered over 
40,000 signatures, according to 
Cozza. Steven Cozza, who first 
conceived the idea of the petition 
two years ago, has won numerous 
awards for his efforts to end anti¬

r onnie Champagne was demonstrating a Judy Garland posi- 
I tion in her living room. “She always stood with her left side 

1 open,” she said. “It leaves you feeling very vulnerable. That’s 
% your heart you’re exposing.” 

Champagne is a big believer in body language, in what it 
reveals about a person and how it can inform a performance. 
Watching her as Garland in a new holiday show at Piaf’s, it 
quickly becomes clear that Champagne — both as a singer 
and an actress — has done her homework. 

“When you’re lampooning someone really well 
known, the core has to be real and truthful for you, or 
else it will be a shell of the person,” she said. 

Somehow, “lampoon” doesn’t seem the right 
word for what Champagne has created in A 
Judy Garland Christmas. While the audience 
doesn’t know at first what to expect — will 
this be a campy send-up or a creepy waxwork? 
— the performance gradually reveals itself as a 
warm and affectionate impression of a legend. 
Champagne is something of a vocal 
chameleon. Having sung with punk bands, swing 
bands, jazz bands, and uncategorizable bands, she can 
easily find the rhythms, tics, and patterns of different styles and 
singers. But at Piaf’s, as invitingly as Champagne delivers the col¬ 
lection of Garland standards, the real revelation comes in her 
ability to capture Garland the storyteller. 

Working with tapes of old television performances, Cham¬ 
pagne and director F. Allen Sawyer scripted the banter that 
includes classic examples of Garland’s delightfully self-dep¬ 
recating and outrageously exaggerated way with a story. Al¬ 
most all the laughs generated in A Judy Garland Christmas 
were first earned by Garland herself. 

“I’m not what you’d call a Garland freak,” said Cham¬ 
pagne, who now does most of her singing with a quirky

'Craig Jessup sings Noel Coward'

| | hen he died in 1973, the 

iyfl|Jf multi-talented Noel 
W W Coward left a remarkable 
legacy from a career that included 
roles as painter, novelist, singer 
and songwriter, recording artist, 
actor, nightclub performer, play¬ 
wright, and star of stage, screen, 
and television. This month marks 
the 100th anniversary of Coward’s 
birth on December 16,1899 into a 
lower-middle-class family in Mid¬ 
dlesex, England. Ambitious and 
self-educated, he was still in his 
teens and early 20s when he de¬ 
veloped perhaps his most remarkr 
able creation: his persona of the 
ultimate sophisticated gentleman, 
a role that was then embraced by 
the English public. A friend re¬ 
cently confessed that he “could 
never tell if Coward was fey, or 
just British.” 

Among the many internation¬ 
al celebrations of Coward’s cen¬ 
tennial are two not-to-be missed 
performances in San Francisco. 
On Tuesday, December 14, the 
Plush Room hosts San Francisco 
Celebrates Noel Coward. The event 
is a benefit for KALW featuring 
Peter Mintun, Faith Winthrop, 
Wesla Whitfield, Craig Jessup, and 
Paula West (reprising her 
poignant “Mad About the Boy” 
from the recent Carnegie Hall 
tribute). For more Coward, allow 
me to recommend Craig Jessup’s 
one-man show currently at the

Nob Hill Restaurant in the Mark 
Hopkins Hotel, through January

Striding on-stage carefully 
cradling a cup of tea, dressed in a 
maroon smoking jacket and black 
tie, Jessup immediately conjures 
the spirit of Noel Coward. With 
his slick-backed hair and well- 
groomed demeanor, he catches 
the essence of Coward’s savoir 
faire, including a credible British 
accent, and even a few dance steps 
on the tiny stage. The wood-pan¬ 


eled room is a suitably elegant 
venue for Craig Jessup Sings Noel 
Coward. Enjoying the three- 
course prix-fixe dinner while 
watching the show was like the 
classiest of TV dinners. 

Fungus amongus 

Jessup as Coward recounts the 
story of his life as he describes 
projected slides, such as one of 
himself in an early stage role as a 
mushroom, and another of him 
sitting in a big bed wearing Chi¬ 
nese pajamas. Interwoven into the 
narrative is a sampling of Cow¬ 
ard’s songs. Jessup’s biographical 
sketch is just informative enough, 
both for those relatively unfamil¬ 
iar with Coward and those well- 
versed in his life and times. 

In 1924, his scandalous hit 
Vortex, a play dealing with drugs 
and incest, moved from London 
to New York, immediately making 
Coward the toast of Broadway. 
This was quickly followed by Pri¬ 
vate Lives, which he claims to have 
written in three days. An archival 
audio recording allows us to listen 
to the voices of Coward and his 
leading lady and lifelong muse, 
Gertrude Lawrence, in a scene 
from the play. 

Many of Coward’s most fa¬ 
mous songs are superbly ren¬ 
dered, including a wonderfully ro¬ 
mantic “Someday I’ll Find You,” 
the delightfully vicious “What’s 
Going to Happen to the Tots?” 
and a dark and biting “Don’t Put

Solo performer David Mills in What I Want 


General Mills 

' What I Want' at 
Intersection for the Arts

M aybe David Mills is mellowing. In Duty Free, his 1998 solo 
performance at the Intersection for the Arts, he capped off 
a curtain-call rant with “Fuck you all.” But in What I Want, 
his current show at the same theater, the kinder and gentler “Go to 
hell” sends us on our way. 

The new solo show, also directed by Danny Scheie, continues 
Mills’ channel-surfing style that moves back and forth among sev¬ 
eral running themes, with his disdain for solo artists high on the 
list. As he rattles off the names of the offenders, he includes his own 
name, though perhaps the invective seems more detailed when de¬ 
scribing the sins of others. 

This can be very funny stuff, especially his send-up of Anna De- 
veare Smith’s documentary approach to headline issues. But it’s also 
perilously inside stuff, with Smith, hardly a household name, being 
the most famous of solo performers who get picked on. Danny 
Hoch, Scott Capurro, David Drake, and Sean San Jose (who was in 
the audience) are among the other performance artists rudely men¬ 
tioned who may or may not register with theatergoers. 

But blows to solo shows are not the entirety of this firmly packed 
50-minute show. Mills makes a star entrance to the theme from The 
Carol Burnett Show, and plays the role of a TV host whose show is 
about to be replaced by yet another edition of Dateline, which then 
provides the set-up for a very special interview with Ashley Judd 
on world affairs. 

The poison that fuels Mills’ diatribes, cheap shots, and bitter 
musings on life, love, and career may come from a very real place, 
but it’s also part of the joke. “I’m an artist, so don’t expect to get 
everything I do,” he haughtily tells the audience, in an aside that 
gets its humor from its self-mocking arrogance. 

The line also absolves both Mills and the audience from having 
to pull the rapidly shifting scenes into a coherent whole, and we 
can enjoy Mills’ considerable skills as an edgy parodist. What I Want 
is toxic in a very merry way. T

SF Opera's 'Boheme'

T he worst experience you can 
have at the opera is not, as 
Preston Sturges has a char¬ 
acter say in the divine Unfaithful¬ 
ly Yours, “an uncut Parsifal, ” but a 
performance of La Boheme that 
leaves you unmoved and 
dry-eyed. Fortunately, despite a 
lot that is wrong with the pro¬ 
duction and music-making (most 
of it correctable; though of course 
it will not be corrected), San 
Francisco Opera’s current revival 
of Puccini’s weeper is a 
two-hanky show. 

I personally cannot resist a Bo¬ 
heme that ends with the tenor car¬ 
rying his beloved Mimi across the 
stage. I’ve seen dozens of Boheme 
casts, starting with Jussi Bjoerling 
and Licia Albanese in 1949, and I 
cannot imagine most of the 
tenors I’ve heard carrying any¬ 
thing heavier than a throat atom¬ 
izer, certainly not Mimis as hefty 
as Mirella Freni, Renata Tebaldi or 
the pre-diet Carol Vaness, who 
sang it here in 1978. When Luis 
Lima, tiny as he is, hefted the even 
tinier Maria Bayo, I knew that the 
tender exchanges that followed 
were going to dissolve me. 

And this despite a conductor, 
Emmanuel Joel, who fought the 
music and the mood from the 
first bar. The linked arias — “Che 
gelida manina” and “Si, mi chia- 
mano Mimi” — in Act I were a 
struggle for both singers. Funere¬ 
al pacing made the tentative ex¬ 
change of information — he’s se¬ 
ductive, she’s artless; both are 
padding their parts — seem as 
deadly as Tristan and Isolde’s 
deathwish. This is La Boheme, not 
a tragedy of hubris. Then, when 
Act I dissolves cinematically into 
Act II — a smart move that works 
musically and knocks 30 minutes 
off the running time — maestro, 
chorus and orchestra were all on 
separate pages of the playbook. 

Joel picked up the pace later, 
but all the crucial timing elements 


were off. Between the crude stag¬ 
ing — every Boheme cliche tripled 
unnecessarily, since we have su¬ 
pertitles — and the conductorial 
miscues, the double duet in Act III 
failed to make its romantic-ironic 
point. (And Musetta should never 
be drunk.) In the final scene, every 
one of those surefire moments — 
“Buon giorno, Marcello,” “e spira- 
ta,” “Come va?” and “Coraggio” — 
was muffed, but by then nobody 
could erase the impression that a 
fragile flower had drooped for the 
final time. If it isn’t a tragedy, it’s 
still very sad, and our tears are 
genuinely warranted. 

Gold rush 

Give 80 percent of the credit to 
Bayo. She is not an ingratiating 
artist. She doesn’t cajole, seduce 
or flirt with the audience. Her 
Mimi is gentle and serious, but 
also frankly a golddigger. She re¬ 
minded me of Albanese, though 
tinier and prettier. The voice is 
similarly astringent, with a large, 
accurate, affecting top. In those 
places that Puccini wants Mimi to 
be an opera singer, Bayo delivered 
the goods. Her plastique is Al- 
banese-ish, too, angular and 
forceful; you felt Mimi constantly 
fighting her illness. 

Lima had been the Rodolfo in 
the best Boheme I ever heard, that 
magical afternoon that ended the 
1988 season. The putative stars 
were Freni and Pavarotti; a video 
exists of their generic perfor¬ 
mance. The last day, Lima and Ce¬ 
cilia Gasdia stepped into the roles. 
I started to puddle up in Act I 
when he says, “Che viso d’am- 
malata” (“How ill she looks”) and 
didn’t stop for two days afterward. 
The audience was sobbing so 
heavily it sounded like a Mafia fu¬ 
neral. My companion said, “If 
opera were always like this, no¬ 
body would go to the movies.” 
Alas, Lima has lost the vocal 
bloom, charm and freshness of a 
decade ago. He works hard and 
blasts the high notes with such ef-

Your Daughter on the Stage.” 
Coward was a master of internal 
rhymes, wordplay, and cleverly 
building story lines. Jessup’s per¬ 
fect diction allows all of Coward’s 
complicated lyrics to be fully ap¬ 
preciated, even when they’re de¬ 
livered with remarkable rapidity. 

Coward loved globetrotting, 
but he aptly captures its downside 
in the hilarious “Why Do the 
Wrong People Travel?” His inter¬ 
national flair is also evident in “I 
Travel Alone” and “Mad Dogs and 
Englishmen.” Before hearing “A 
Room with a View,” we are treated 
to views of Coward’s worldwide 
residences: Dover, Kent, Switzer¬ 
land, and Jamaica. 

As his popularity dwindled in 
the 1950s, Coward accepted an 
offer to perform at the Desert Inn 
in Las Vegas for an exorbitant 
$35,000 per week. Derisively de¬ 
scribing his audience as “Nescafe 
society,” he was admired by the 
likes of Frank Sinatra and Sammy 
Davis, Jr. Jessup dons a white din¬ 
ner jacket and tasseled sombrero 
to perform the ribald “Senorita 
Nina from Argentina” and “Why 
Must the Show Go On?” With a 
white scarf and large martini, Jes¬ 
sup acts increasingly inebriated as 
he relates “I’ve Been to a Mar¬ 


velous Party.” He then chronicles 
the unlikely escapades of Mrs. 
Wentworth-Brewster in “A Bar on 
the Piccola Marina.” 

While much of this material is 
humorous, there are many 
poignant songs as well, such as the 
melancholy “Sail Away” and a tes¬ 
tament to the importance of 
friendships in his life, “Come the 
Wild, Wild Weather.” Jessup ef¬ 
fortlessly evokes the vulnerability 
behind Coward’s sardonic mask. 
Ably accompanied by Barry Lloyd 
on grand piano, Jessup’s Coward, 
a masterfully wrought portrait, is 
a perfect way to celebrate his cen¬ 
tennial. T

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Avoiding bathos at all costs 


'Love Reinvented' at the Castro Theatre

L ove Reinvented, which 
opens Friday at the Castro 
Theatre, is a reinvention in 
itself, a slightly altered version of a 
shorts show sponsored by the 
French government in 1997. The 
focus was on lesbian and gay HIV 
issues; and two films were added 
to the original ten for this version. 
The result is a mixed bag, de rigeur 
for shorts collections. The fact 
that these were commissioned 
films on the theme of AIDS and 
queers means that some of them 
have the stultifying feel of public 
service announcements, dressed 
up with 35mm photography and 
slick production values. Fortu¬ 
nately, several films manage to re¬ 
deem the whole show. 

The muse of queer indies, 
Alexis Arquette, opens the show as 
the star of David Ottenhouse’s 
Close To. This rough look at a 
wordless anonymous fuck in a 
New York subway is based on one 
of David Wojnarowicz’s memoirs, 
but that author’s humor (even 
gallows humor) isn’t apparent in 
these grim proceedings. Arquette 
does get instant mileage out of his 
searchlight stare, quivering lip, 
and geometric face, and the sex 
scene (with hunky Steve Wood) 
captures the. crazed intensity that 
sometimes drives such encoun¬ 
ters. Still, this one won’t stick to 
the synapses the way its maker 
probably imagines. Surprisingly, 
some of the footage was actually 
shot in the New York subways, 
with trains whizzing past in the 
background while Steve and Alex¬ 
is go at it. 

Next up is Francois Deupey- 
ron’s So What? This one features 
two gorgeous dykes in a well-pho¬ 
tographed late-night Paris trying 
to find a common emotional 
space in the face of one of them 
being HIV-positive. The happy 
ending is indicated by the title — 
the words one of the women says 
in response to the other’s revela¬ 
tion of her illness. 

Pierre Salvadori’s One Moment 


tracks the inner dialogue that’s a 
common prelude to sex these 
days, as the main character ratio¬ 
nalizes having unprotected sex: 
“He reads... he’s into sports... and 
he’s too young to have it.” Sal- 
vadori gets points for rapid, ner¬ 
vous camera moves, nicely indica¬ 
tive of the narrator’s shifting state 
of mind, but there’s also that nag¬ 
ging feeling that we’re trapped in 
a PSA. Eagle-eyed viewers may 
recognize the star of One Moment 
from this year’s briefly-seen fea¬ 
ture Sitcom. 

Pretend hustler 

Absurdist comedy needs a del¬ 
icate, nuanced touch. Unfortu¬ 
nately, Philippe Faucon’s All Is Not 
Black is more silly than absurd in 
its sketch of a queen insisting he’s 
pregnant and demanding his 
lover go out and find “black 
caviar.” More affecting is Anne 
Fountaine’s Night Hustler, about a 
young guy who pretends to be a 
hustler just to make human con¬ 
tact. His sudden plea to a john 
(who looks suspiciously like A1 
Gore) that “I’m lonely” meets a 
better fate than such revelations 
might in real life; the john takes 
him out for coffee. 

Francois Decaux-Thomlet’s 
Pregnant or Lesbian? brings up 
that pressing question in alleged¬ 
ly comic form as a teenage girl 
asks her parents which they’d 
rather she be. The liveliest thing in 
this disposable piece is a relentless 
cuckoo clock. More ambitious 
and more satisfying is Marion 
Vernoux’s Inside, a playful, 
poignant study of a guy who en¬ 
gages in elaborate play-acting 
while awaiting the results of his 
AIDS test. 

The clumsily titled Tears of 
AIDS is probably the best of this 
lot. Director Paul Vecchiali uses a 
breathtaking tropical backdrop 
for a subtle story of a sudden in¬ 
fatuation between a married bi¬ 
sexual and a gay man. The bi guy 
— “handsome as a god” in his 
friend’s accurate phrase — swims 
naked in their “little paradise,” but 
he’s also naked in the sense of ex¬ 


posed, vulnerable, desperate for 
love. Vecchiali’s use of water as 
metaphor is mesmerizing and 
complex, with his narrator’s 
naked swimming indicative of 
both freedom and the possibility 
of drowning. This vision of “a 
world where only love and sincer¬ 
ity matter” resonates in the narra¬ 
tor’s words and the film’s heartfelt 
imagery. 

Merzak Allouache’s Burn Rub¬ 
ber is another PSA disguised as a 
fictional film. In it, two cute guys 
run off for a weekend of frolick¬ 
ing but argue about whether or 
not they brought the rubbers. Nils 
Tavernier’s The Seagull also uses a 
rubber motif, but to more poetic 
effect. A woman transitioning 
from straight to gay suggests the 
playful possibilities of these cru¬ 
cial little items to her objet 
d’amour: “We can cut up rubbers 
into circles, squares, or stars!” 

In Jean-Claude Guiguet’s An 
Ordinary Night, a man travels by 
bike to see his lover in the hospital; 
he’s accompanied (musically) by a 
charming French ballad. The in¬ 
terchange between the two lovers 
— one damaged, one whole — is 
casual and true. Lastly, there’s 
Cherish, directed by Stephen 
Jones. Here we see a guy who died 
of AIDS returned to life as a ghost 
urging his lover to go out and 
party. Jones avoids the bathos the 
plot summary implies, and the 
image of the dead man as a sensi-

fort one fears for his vocal cords. 
He got no help from the poky Joel 
in “Che gelida manina,” and the 
conductor allowed him to bawl 
the unwritten high C at the end of 
Act I. Bad marks all around. 

Ainhoa Arteta, a Basque sopra¬ 
no popular at the Met, also made a 
local debut. She’s pretty in the Julia 
Roberts mode and, like Julia, one 
wishes she weren’t so aggressively 
in your face. The voice is shrill but 
expressive, and she caught both

Obtuse angles 

Antonioni's 4 Beyond the Clouds'

R eviewing a new Yeats biog¬ 
raphy in a recent issue of 
The Nation, Benjamin 
Kunkel observed that among the 
many things that contributed to 
the poet’s enigma was his ability 
to speak to people in the language 
of the dead. All in a day’s work for 
a man who didn’t believe in or¬ 
thodox religion yet yearned for a 
supernatural experience that 
could bring depth to life and art. 
Much the same could be said of 
the films of Antonioni, only in 
this case the dead who speak to us 
aren’t the incorporeal, they’re the 
living dead of this world, the 
burned-out, alienated or just 
plain confused. For five decades 
these have been the motivating 
spirits of his films, the roll call of 
the damned including the 
doomed lovers of Cronaca di un 
amore, Gabriele Forzetti’s failed 
architect in Uavventura, Monica 
Vitti’s disturbed housewife in The 
Red Desert, David Hemming’s 
rootless photographer in Blow Up, 
Mark Frechette’s ambivalent rad¬ 
ical in Zabriskie Point, and Jack 
Nicholson’s bummed reporter in 
The Passenger. 

For a period of time in the ’60s 
and ’70s, these addled protago¬ 
nists spoke urgently to filmgoers 
who saw reflections of themselves 
in all the angst. Today, Antonioni’s 
black arts don’t work quite the 
same magic. Ennui is no longer a 
new experience for the urban 
bourgeoisie, the milieu at the 
heart of all Antonioni’s films, and 
the antic desperation that has un¬ 
seated restlessness as today’s offi¬ 
cial state of mind has yet to find 
its Yeats. Hence, the idea of a new 
film from Antonioni leaves us 
wondering if the director is break¬ 
ing new ground late in life — he 
is now 86 years old — or just re¬ 
peating himself for the record. 

Beyond the Clouds, released in 
Europe three years ago but only 
now reaching the US, is hardly 
groundbreaking, but it is certain¬ 
ly more than a graveside valedic¬ 
tory flourish. Based on The Bowl¬ 
ing Alley on the Tiber, a collection 
of short stories (many of them 
autobiographical) that Antonioni 
penned himself, Beyond the 
Clouds is a provocative and high¬ 
ly personal look at the nature of 
love, its fragility and beauty, its 
weirdness and banality, and above 
all, its profound mystery. 

Being John Malkovich 

Made with the aid of longtime 


collaborator Tonino Guerra and 
filmmaker Wim Wenders, Beyond 
the Clouds consists of four tales of 
love and obsession that float 
through the mind of a gloomy, 
nomadic director (John 
Malkovich), a stand-in for Anto¬ 
nioni himself. The first of the 
film’s vignettes concerns a young 
man (Kim Rossi-Stuart) and a 
fresh-faced woman (Ines Sastre) 
who meet, acknowledge their pas¬ 
sion for each other, but don’t act 
on it because the man can’t rec¬ 
oncile this woman with the ideal 
one in his imagination. 

In the second story, Malkovich 
becomes obsessed with a satur¬ 
nine nymphet (Sophie Marceau) 
whose beautiful face, marred by a 
perpetual snarl, conceals a dark 
secret he finds as irresistible as her 
perfect figure. The third anecdote 
deals with an adulterous Parisian 
businessman (Peter Weller) who 
refuses to choose between the two 
great loves of his life: Patricia, his 
glamorous but aging wife (Fanny 
Ardant), and a younger woman 
(Chiara Caselli). Patricia finally 
leaves her philandering squeeze, 
repairing to a minimalist high rise 
not-quite-yet vacated by a man 
(Jean Reno) whose wife has just 
left him. When the two meet, they 
size each other up with interest, 
but the gestures are wary and ten¬ 
tative. In the film’s final sequence, 
Vincent Perez spends an evening 
pursuing a cold woman (Irene Ja¬ 
cobs), only to discover by 
evening’s end that the increasing¬ 
ly warm object of his fascination 
is to enter a convent the next day. 

The simplicity with which 
these tales are put across is likely 
to prove off-putting to viewers not 
accustomed to Antonioni’s char¬ 
acteristically sparse filmmaking. 
Here, terseness will be mistaken 
for conventionality, a mispercep¬ 
tion not helped in the least by the 
script, which is short on details 
and long on pretension. (“I’m en¬ 
slaved by your silence,” one char¬ 
acter says to another only minutes 
after they’ve met.) But Antonioni 
has never known what to do with 
words. His films are largely visual 
essays that attempt to reveal the 
truth of things through a film’s in¬ 
ternal rhythms, indirection, and 
stealth silence: a story sketched, 
not drawn. Mere behavior has al¬ 
ways been more interesting to him 
than contrivances of plot, narra¬ 
tive and character. And with the 
exception of a few of the afore¬ 
mentioned gaffes, Beyond the 
Clouds is yet another breathtaking 
example of this truth-is-on-the- 
surface aesthetic, the gist of his 


film being conveyed through body 
language, camera inflection with¬ 
in shots and sequences, atmos¬ 
pheric sounds. 

Strangers in the night 

While Antonioni’s aesthetic 
has often had mixed results, as 
anyone who has seen The Red 
Desert will attest, the formalism 
here doesn’t obliterate the direc¬ 
tor’s point of view. Indeed, Anto¬ 
nioni’s real accomplishment in 
Beyond the Clouds lies in the mas¬ 
terful way he has captured with 
the simplest means the obtuseness 
of desire, showing how it can in¬ 
habit us, possess us, make Us 
strangers to ourselves and others. 

There are several scenes in Be¬ 
yond the Clouds that are so bril¬ 
liantly conceived that they can 
easily be mentioned in the same 
breath with Antonioni’s best 
work. In one of these, Fanny Ar¬ 
dant, middle-aged, defeated, ex¬ 
hausted by love, stands for a spell 
in front of a man (Reno) to whom 
she suddenly finds herself attract¬ 
ed, knowing full well that he is at¬ 
tracted to her. She knows the drill: 
the joy that will initiate love, the 
jealousy and recriminating scenes 
that will strain it, the boredom 
that will eventually kill it. Does 
she really want to go through this 
again? The pained expression on 
her face is acknowledgment not 
just of her resignation to these 
forces but her incomprehension 
of them. 

In the film’s most stunning 
scene, Malkovich’s ethereal direc¬ 
tor wanders aimlessly onto an 
empty, windswept beach under a 
glowering sky. He looks off into 
the sea as the wind sweeps up 
both water and sand. Everything 
now is movement in one direc¬ 
tion, like time itself, but squarely 
in the middle of this dynamism 
stands a lone figure gazing in the 
opposite direction. Several 
decades ago Antonioni articulat¬ 
ed something important about 
the human condition by dissolv¬ 
ing people in landscapes domi¬ 
nated by sterile buildings, ma¬ 
chines, cars, people in pretty 
clothes and fake smiles. It was 
clear from that perspective that 
the mystery of our discontent was 
mostly of our own devising. In 
this current view we can see that 
larger, more mysterious forces are 
at work, and that nothing has ever 
been quite that simple. T

0% f all the classic Hollywood 

B genres, film noir seems to 
have the longest shelf life. 
Musicals are not exactly au 
courant as the century staggers to 
a close, nor are Westerns. But noir 
is so enduring that it inspires new 
books with every season, revivals 
that attract even jaded modern 
audiences, and its own subgenre: 
neo-noir. 

Indeed, who can resist noir’s 
classic images of everyday Joes 
lured into a life of crime by finan¬ 
cial or romantic desperation, or 
mistaken for a criminal, and 
hounded to death by implacable 
fate in the form of a vicious 
femme fatale, a turncoat best 
friend, or the police? Noir was the 
perfect tonic to tedious postwar 
optimism, crisp conformity, and 
the distressingly phony images of 
a monolithic happy working class. 

Like any genre, noir has its su¬ 
perstars, and two of them collab¬ 
orated on a string of highly influ¬ 
ential works in the late ’40s. Di¬ 
rector Anthony Mann and cine¬ 
matographer John Alton (whose 
roots were in German expression¬ 
ism) made six films together that 
expanded the artistic possibilities 
of the genre. 

The first double bill, T-Men 
and Raw Deal, is unfortunately 
past, but not to worry; the second 
is equally impressive. It begins 
with a pitiless policier, He Walked 
by Night (1948), starring Richard 
Basehart as a killer almost entirely 
devoid of human impulses. He 
predicts all those murderous cy¬ 
borgs in ’70s and ’80s sci-fi movies 
in his robotic demeanor and al¬ 
most programmatic drive to kill. 
In one of the film’s more grueling 
scenes he slowly, agonizingly ex¬ 
tracts a bullet from his own flesh. 
The bL set-piece here is a spectac¬ 
ular shadow-drenched chase 
through the actual sewers of Los 
Angeles, a picture-perfect locale 
for Basehart’s well-deserved end. 

Basehart plays a conniving 
Robespierre in the next film, a 
heady generic grafting of noir and 
costume drama. In Reign of Terror 
(aka The Black Book), Arlene Dahl 
makes a fetching heroine, and the 
story — set against the backdrop 
of the French Revolution — is 
consistently intriguing, but the 
real star here is Alton’s lighting

and camerawork. The visuals ap¬ 
proach the operatic: whole scenes 
lit by a single candle; dizzyingly 
low and high angles; dramatic 
forced perspectives that feature 
both floor and ceiling in a shot; 
and wide-angle lenses that wildly 
distort faces shown in overpower¬ 
ing close-ups. Claustrophobia 
never looked so good. Fruity dia¬ 
logue such as Robespierre’s petu¬ 
lant shriek, “Don’t call me Max!” 
adds camp value. 

Far more sober, and more 
timely, is Mann and Alton’s next 
work, Border Incident (1949), star¬ 
ring the gorgeous pre-Cordoba 
Ricardo Montalban as a govern¬ 
ment agent who goes undercover 
to track down a bracero-smug- 
gling ring. Fans of soap opera will 
swoon over his co-star, James 
Mitchell ( All My Children), who 
plays a dim but almost indecently 
sexy Mexican. Mann was big on 
maie-on-male sadism, and this 
film features one of his most evil 
sequences, when a wounded, 
blubbering agent played by 
George Murphy is slowly hacked 
up by the giant blades of a culti¬ 
vator. (Sadly, Murphy would sur¬ 
vive in real life to become the 
right-wing governor of Califor¬ 
nia.) Also on this bill is a film that 
showcases Mann’s grim world 
view and Alton’s high style. Devil’s 
Doorway is a Western noir with a 
political message. Robert Taylor 
plays a Native American whose 
sacrifices to his country during 
wartime are met with land seizure 
and ostracism. In spite of much of 
the setting being outdoors, this is 
classic noir, as dark in its vision 
and visual style as any of its urban 
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invite you to experience.

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Remembering 
Madeline Kahn

T he incomparable Madeline 
Kahn died December 3 at the 
age of 57 after a battle with 
ovarian cancer. Kahn, who had 
been struggling with the disease 
for the past year, had announced 
her illness last month. At that time 
Kahn said of the cancer, which is 
nearly always fatal because it is 
discovered so late and spreads 
quite virulently, “It is my hope that 
I might raise awareness of this 
awful disease and hasten the day 
that an effective test can be dis¬ 
covered to give women a fighting 
chance to catch this cancer in its 
earliest stage.” 

Kahn’s illustrious career 
spanned more than three decades and encompassed theatre, film 
and television. Trained as an opera singer, Kahn frequently sang in 
her roles, sometimes seriously, as in her 1965 Broadway debut in 
Rodgers and Hammerstein’s Kiss Me, Kate, other times with a mar¬ 
velous and quixotic humor, as in a series of films by Mel Brooks. 

A fabulous wit with an absolutely deadpan delivery, Kahn made 
her feature film debut in 1972 as Ryan O’Neal’s obsessive-compul¬ 
sive fianc6 Eunice in the Peter Bogdonavich Keystone Kops-style 
comedy What's Up, Doc?, which also starred Barbra Streisand. One 
of her most hilarious roles, Kahn’s performance caught the eye of 
director Mel Brooks, who later starred her in six of his films, in¬ 
cluding his three best, Blazing Saddles, Young Frankenstein and High 
Anxiety. Kahn received a Best Supporting Actress Oscar nomina¬ 
tion (she lost to Ingrid Bergman) for her role as a saloon singer in 
Saddles, but it was her portrayal of Victor Frankenstein’s fiance — 
and later wife of his creation, The Monster — that remains one of 
her most memorable roles. 

A total camp classic, Young Frankenstein parodies the whole 
Frankenstein film genre to perfection. As Frankenstein’s fiancee, 
Kahn is fussy and frigid, saving herself for marriage. In one scene, 
the good Doctor tries to kiss her, and she keeps him at arm’s length, 
noting of her dress, “Taffeta, darling, taffeta.” In another scene, as he 
once again attempts to kiss her, she chides him, “No tongues.” When 
she is accosted and seduced by the errant Monster, however, at the 
appropriate moment she begins to sing, “Oh, sweet mystery of life 
at last I’ve found you.” 

Pretty monstrous 

Her marvelous sense of comic timing made her a regular host of 
Saturday Night Live in its heyday, where her comic bits were leg¬ 
endary, including one in which, as the Bride of Frankenstein (d la 
Elsa Lanchester), she sits up on the table, looks around and breaks 
into song, singing “I Feel Pretty” from West Side Story. 

That superb comedic timing also garnered her another Best 
Supporting Actress Oscar nomination for her role as Trixie Delight

jg| M elissa Hartman’s Talk 
iffl Show (New Victoria, 
Ilf I $10.95) is a fascinating 
look at the business of television 
and the dark side of fame. Con¬ 
sider, of all the rough possibilities 
in the matter of parental units, 
being the child of someone both 
famous and outrageous. Add to 
those death by overdose (acciden¬ 
tal or deliberate, the coroner does¬ 
n’t know) and a maternal style 
that includes intense closeness al¬ 
ternating with distance bordering 
on indifference, and you have the 
story of Nita Wilde, daughter of 
rock superstar Gina Wilde (think 
Janis Joplin, but less stable), who 
is trying to find a way to get her 
life together, to move on from 
both her mother’s death and her 
mother’s fame. Enter Jane Wilde, 
Nita’s aunt, who has some promi¬ 
nence problems of her own, 
which she likes to work out on her 
TV talk show. Jane is convinced 
that exploring the way the 
tabloids trashed her sister will 
help Nita deal with her own stuff, 
especially if Nita works on the 
show herself. 

Hartman does a fine job show¬ 
ing us the grit and the grunt work 
involved in putting on a talk 
show. She captures the misery of

living in a fish bowl with painful 
accuracy. It’s one thing, after all, 
to choose a life of celebrity; it’s an¬ 
other altogether to have such 
a life thrust upon you 
by your mother’s 
predilections. The 
characters in Talk 
Show, minor and 
major, are well- 
developed and 
extremely inter¬ 
esting. The love 
stories, and there are several, are 
fully integrated into the plot, and 
work to move the action along, 
rather than merely to spice up the 
proceedings. Talk Show is a fine 


novel, well worth your time and 
treasure. 

Chador madness 

The same cannot be said, alas, 
for Flight From Chador (New Vic¬ 
toria, $10.95), a novel that pur¬ 
ports to be suspenseful and ro¬ 
mantic but is, in fact, neither. Ever 
since I slogged through this book, 
I’ve been trying to decide just 
what made it so dreary. Flatness is 
what I came up with, of tone, of 
language, of character, of plot. 
Tension requires risk and uncer¬ 
tainty, and a novel in which there 
is no possibility that the heroes 
will not win in the end is simply 
not suspenseful. It ought to have 
been, given a plot that includes 
rescuing a woman in Yemen who 
had been kidnapped by her father, 
and forced to marry an 
older man. Trapped 
in a country where 
women have no 
rights whatever, 
Silke’s only hope is 
that her German moth¬ 
er will be able to 
find someone to 
help her escape. 
The someone 
is the dashing Anouk, a charter 
pilot from Ethiopia, whose sexual 
orientation is lesbian, but whose 
partners of choice are prostitutes. 
At least that’s the case until the 
beautiful American Karen arrives 


not see out. Imagine being 
trapped in such a place, unable to 
see the sun, or to feel fresh air on 
your face. Education is forbidden, 
medical care impossible to obtain. 

In the midst of this inhumani¬ 
ty, at the risk of their very lives, 
courageous women in 
Afghanistan are teaching young 
girls how to read and write, setting 
up home schools to offer at least 
minimal education and hope to 
girls who would otherwise grow 
up illiterate and in despair. The 
bravery and devotion of these 
women is astonishing. The Amer¬ 
ican Jewish World Service is help¬ 
ing out with funds and supplies 
and the all-important contact 
with the outside world. Now, I’m 
not asking you to drop behind 
enemy lines with a bag of reading 
textbooks. I am, however, suggest¬ 
ing that if you have a spare bit of 
cash, supporting these girls and 
their teachers would be a worthy 
way to spend that money. You can 
send a check to American Jewish 
World Service, 989 Avenue of the 
Americas, New York NY 10018. Be 
sure to earmark the money for 
Afghanistan women. You can also 
make a contribution online at 
AJWS.org, where you can also 
read about the disaster. Consider 
the fact that you are allowed to sit 
in the sunlight and read this news¬ 
paper; and dig deep, please. T

in Addis Ababa, and they imme¬ 
diately fall in love. Karen, veiled, 
and Anouk, disguised as a man, 
sneak into Yemen, to plan the es¬ 
cape.

ing the new medium. Laserdiscs 
were poorly promoted, and they 
were large and costly. DVD soft¬ 
ware is the size of a compact disc 
and only slightly higher priced 
than tape. There are some 5,000 
titles available, and virtually 
everything worth repeated view¬ 
ing is being released in the new 
format. 

Of course, that doesn’t account 
for the capricious nature of most 
studios or big production compa¬ 
nies. Seeing The Blue Lagoon in a 
choice of widescreen or pan & 
scan does seem like overkill, but 
what would you give for a pristine 
digital rendering of your favorite 
movie classic that included out 
takes, alternate endings and a run¬ 
ning commentary by the director? 

In San Francisco, Francis Ford 
Coppola’s American Zoetrope 
provides production facilities for 
DVD transfers and mastering. 
Taking advantage of the studio’s 
equipment and forging ahead in 
pioneer territory, a likable trio of 
unlikely entrepreneurs, who call 
themselves Fantoma, has just re¬ 
leased their first title, and it 
should be a benchmark for the 
rest of the industry. 

James Healey, Ian Hendrie and 
Derrick Scocchera are the owner/ 


operators of Laser Cinema, a Noe 
Valley video store (formerly in the 
Castro) with a huge selection of 
rare and popular laserdiscs and 
DVDs for sale or rent. Their Fan¬ 
toma label, taken from an Es¬ 
peranto word that makes obscure 
reference to an equally obscure 
silent film series ( Les Vampyres ) 
shouldn’t conjure images of pre¬ 
tentious film school nerds, how¬ 
ever. These guys have tastes that 
range from Pasolini to Police 
Squad, and they just might suc¬ 
ceed, because no one has told 
them that they can’t. 

Fantastic voyage 

Casting about for their initial 
offering, Fantoma embarked on 
an intercontinental odyssey that 
culminated in the rediscovery of 
an amazing 30-year-old work by 
visionary director Alejandro 
Jodorowsky. Most film enthusiasts 
will have a vague regard for his 
most famous movies, El Topo or 
Holy Mountain, but few can recall 
his first feature, Fando & Lis. After 
an astonishing confluence of 
chance meetings, serendipitous 
discoveries, trips to Paris and just 
plain luck, Fantoma has fashioned 
a remarkable debut presentation. 

The scandal surrounding the 
premiere of Fando at the Acapul¬ 
co Film Festival in 1968 resulted 
in a riot that forced Jodorowsky to 
literally flee for his life. The fan-

fare accompanying the rediscov¬ 
ery of this seminal work has been 
tamer, but connoisseurs are pick¬ 
ing up on the buzz, and a second 
pressing is already scheduled. 

They say if you remember the 
’60s, you probably weren’t there, 
but everyone knows it was a time 
of violent upheaval. Revered so¬ 
cial institutions and conventions 
were up for grabs, and nowhere 
was this more apparent than in 
the arts. Even in the heart of a re¬ 
pressive Catholic country like 
Mexico, a rebel named Alejandro 
Jodorowsky started a career by 
outraging the establishment. 

For three decades, Jodorowsky 
has remained a cult figure who 
has found varied expression in 
film, dance and literature. He is 
even known as one of the world’s 
foremost interpreters of the Tarot. 

Chilean by birth, with a Jewish 
father, the young iconoclast made 
his early fame in the bustling the¬ 
ater world of Mexico City. His 
stage events brought the attention 
of such artists as Marcel Marceau, 
for whom he devised some cele¬ 
brated mime scenarios. Making 


movies seemed a natural next step. 

The first was Fando & Lis, shot 
on unauthorized locations with 
nothing but a one-page script and 
the director’s memory of the orig¬ 
inal stage play. Jodorowsky’s in¬ 
terest in everything from cartoons 
to science fiction, Jean Cocteau to 
the Luis Bunuel of Un Chien An- 
dalou, is right up there on the 
screen. The result is a dizzying 
mix of surrealism, ham acting and 
cruel beauty. 

Actually strapping himself to 
the cameraman, Jodorowsky 
forced his attractive young leads 
through a hellish landscape, 
where innocence is desired until it 
can be destroyed. On the com¬ 
mentary track, the director admits 
his early awe of Charles 
Laughton’s deformity in The 
Hunchback of Notre Dame, saying 
he was “in love with the monster.” 
For Fando and Lis (lovers, sib¬ 
lings, master/slave and the duali¬ 
ties of one soul), the world is that 
beloved monster. 

Real drag 

It is a fairly unrelieved vision. 


The only really “happy” scene 
comes when a group of real drag 
queens are permitted to emerge 
from the shadows of Mexico City 
long enough to blissfully cavort 
about Fando and Lis, while they 
dress them in each other’s clothes. 
Jodorowsky’s gay production as¬ 
sistant found the sissies, and their 
silly sweetness offers a brief and 
touching respite from the inferno. 

Jodorowsky was merely hop¬ 
ing for a VHS release. What he got 
is a digital tribute that presents his 
early work in the best possible 
light. The DVD includes a clever¬ 
ly edited director’s audio com¬ 
mentary; Louis Mouchet’s ab¬ 
sorbing feature length documen¬ 
tary, La Constellation Jodorowsky, 
with appearances by Peter 
Gabriel, Marcel Marceau and 
artist Jean “Moebius” Giraud; op¬ 
tional subtitles in several lan¬ 
guages; and a reproduction of the 
film’s original 8-page handbill. 

Fando & Lis is no masterpiece, 
but it has aged remarkably well. 
The striking imagery is still bold 
and haunting. Savoring the ac¬ 
companying documentary and 
Jodorowsky’s amusing mono¬ 
logue (filled with platitudes and 
profundity) helps to put the film 
into a historical context. It is no 
surprise that the Mexican public 
wanted to lynch the director, for 
the movie is disturbing, even now. 
Fantoma and their production 
team have brilliantly restored a 
genuine artifact. 

With Fando safely launched, 
Fantoma prepares to give German 
director Rainer Werner Fass¬ 
binder the same kind of respect 
and deluxe packaging, with a 
transfer of his unknown (at least 
in this country) melodrama 
Whity, itself a loose reinvention of 
Raoul Walsh’s Band of Angels. 
There are other intriguing pro¬ 
jects in negotiations with similar¬ 
ly important directors, and fasci¬ 
nating titles under consideration. 
Fantoma wouldn’t be averse to 
giving the royal treatment to a 
good action-adventure, if it could 
pave the way for a future cata¬ 
logue of “lost” treasures. The 
DVD bandwagon is getting ready 
to offer a pretty wild ride. T 
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Champagne 
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swing-jazz band called the Mag¬ 
num Brutes after a three-year run 
with the New Morty Show. But 
even as she played lounges in Las 
Vegas and gigs on cruise boats, 
Champagne found outlets for her 
queerer sensibilities. 

She began reading up on Gar¬ 
land when she was cast as Neely 
O’Hara in a 1993 stage parody of 
Valley of the Dolls, playing the role 
inspired by Garland’s pills-and- 
liquor problems. It wouldn’t be 
the last time Champagne was the 
rare woman in a cast of drag 
queens. The actual Garland con¬ 
nection came about by accident, 
three years after she became a reg¬ 
ular in the annual Christmas with 
the Crawfords shows. She started 
out playing Vikki Carr in the 
camp burlesques, and when the 
resident Judy moved on, she was 
asked to take over that role. 

“I couldn’t see it,” Champagne 
said. “As you can see, I don’t look 
anything like her.” 

Dressed down 

Indeed, during an evening in¬ 
terview in her Castro apartment 
and shorn of wig, makeup, and 
costume, the barefoot, jeans-clad, 
and decidedly down-to-earth 
Champagne is unrecognizable 
from the glamorous woman who 
had commanded the stage the day 
before at Piaf’s. 

But even without the full-press 
makeup and costumes of the cur¬ 
rent show, when Champagne first 
sang in a quavering voice “Have 
Yourself a Merry Little Christ¬ 
mas” in Christmas with the Craw¬ 
fords, audiences bought right into 
the conceit. Ever since then, 
Champagne has been devouring 
the Garland biographies, and 
most recently found many helpful 
insights in Lorna Luft’s Me and 
My Shadows. 

Champagne will get to sing for 
Garland’s youngest daughter on 
Dec. 17 at the Castro Theatre 
when Luft appears on a program 
that includes a screening of Meet 
Me in St. Louis. “It’s scary,” Cham¬ 
pagne said of the prospect of 
doing her Judy in front of Lorna, 
“but I would never do anything 
disrespectful.” 

To find anything disrespectful 
in Champagne’s show at Piaf’s, 
you need to read between the 
lines, and even then, any sugges¬ 
tions of a troubled life are only 
subliminal. “You never saw that 
on stage,” Champagne said. “She 
could be a monster off-stage — 
chemicals will do that — but she 
could cut through all that once 
the music started. And when it 
did, she so completely understood 
the story in the song.” 

As a performer who embraced 
the punk scene when it was new, 
Champagne has seen her share of 
chemicals. It’s a quieter life that 
she favors now, as she and hus¬ 
band Damian Monzillo look to¬ 
ward parenthood. Champagne al¬ 
most sounded apologetic that her 
housekeeping situation seems so 
heterosexual. “We’re all part of a 
united queer community,” she 
said. “I earned my pink triangle 
long ago.” 

It started back in Roseville, 
Calif., where Champagne had two 
mommies but didn’t know it. Her 
mother shared a bedroom with an 
“aunt,” but it wasn’t until another 
kid in high school said, “You’re 
mom’s a dyke” that the pieces 
began coming together. 

“I did have a sense that my life 
was not like everyone else’s,” she 
said, and despite her own attrac¬ 
tion to boys, she preferred hang¬ 
ing out with gay man and drag 
queens. “I think there is a queer 
sense of humor and a straight 


sense of humor, and I found who 
my people are.” 

Bar story 

The late drag icon Doris Fish 
became an early mentor after 
Champagne arrived in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and Fish encouraged the 
woman born Kelley Brock to for¬ 
ever be known as Connie Cham¬ 
pagne. Champagne met her hair¬ 
dresser husband of four years in a 
gay bar, where he was tending bar, 
after a friend described this hunk 
who looked like a cross between 
Johnny Depp and Keanu Reeves. 
“One of the nicest things Damian 
said to me is that he would have 
fallen in love with me no matter 
what gender I was.” 

By day, Champagne works as 
the speakers bureau coordinator 
at Community United Against Vi¬ 
olence, the organization that 
fights violence in the lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, and transgender com¬ 
munities. Champagne started as a 
volunteer at CUAV and went on 
staff after she was bounced out of 
the New Morty Show. 

“I was fired for insubordina¬ 
tion,” she said. “It was traumatic, 
but it ended up being a great 
thing. I would never have been 
able to do the Judy Garland show 
if I was still with a touring band.” 

Champagne’s professional 
dreams are modest ones. A new 
CD, a concert at Herbst Theatre, 
and a one-woman show at the 
Yerba Buena Center are among 
her near-term goals. A gig at the 
Algonquin in New York tops her 
fantasy resume. 

After graduating from college 
with a drama degree from Mills 
College in Oakland, and doing her 
graduate studies at the American 
Conservatory Theatre, she did 
head to Hollywood for a shot at 
the big time. But it was a miser¬ 
able period. 

She returned to San Francisco 
in 1987 for a role in The Rocky 
Horror Show, and she said now 
only the high rents could drive 
her out of the city. “I want to do 
good work and do it for apprecia¬ 
tive audiences,” Champagne said. 
“I never had an overwhelming 
aqgbition, and I definitely don’t 
have a tough skin.” 

When Cynthia Robins had a 
throwaway line in her Examiner 
column about “Connie Cham¬ 


pagne doing her Judy Garland 
shtick,” Champagne was hurt and 
angry. “I was like, ‘Fuck you, I 
don’t do shtick,’ so you can imag¬ 
ine how I’d take real criticism.” 

Champagne has thought 
about taking her Judy Garland to 
New York, but she can imagine 
the reviews: “Why is a real woman 
doing a Judy Garland show?” In 
San Francisco, at least, Cham¬ 
pagne knows she can always share 
her inner drag queen. ▼

Glitter rock: 
back for good 

R ock stars shouldn’t have to put up their own fliers on telephone 
poles. That was my reaction last Saturday afternoon when I ran 
across Blue Period’s stellar bassist, Swirly Rat Jr., looking a bit 
bedraggled, his wild, flame-colored hair all tousled, as he posted bills 
down SoMa way, advertising the band’s Nightlife Casualties CD re¬ 
lease party coming up this Friday, December 10 at the Cat Club. 

Just days before, in the basement of the CoCo Club, sandwiched 
among hard-core rock fans decked out in their glammiest attire, I 
had witnessed Blue Period belting out songs from the new album, 
and felt an almost chemical rush of excitement sweep through the 
crowd — and through every nerve in my body. The tight set and 
scorching energy of guitar, bass, drums, keyboard and vocals shot 
through us like white-hot nipple piercings; all present, most of us 
avid Blue Period fans, knew we were experiencing an event, the emer¬ 
gence of a new, vastly improved Blue Period, infinitely more polished 
and together since the release a year ago of Product , which drew only 
modest acclaim. Nightlife Casualties exists on a far higher plane, in 
the stratosphere of hard-rocking, lyrically and musically brilliant 
theme albums. This I say not because Adrian Roberts, the band’s dy¬ 
namic gender-morph lead singer, is my colleague at the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, where he serves as art director, but because the album stands 
on its own, gorgeously produced by Pansy Division’s Chris Freeman 
and engineered by Thom Canova, featuring pop songs with punk 
sensibility, infused with a wicked sense of humor and a huge amount 
of musical and lyrical integrity, all addressing the perks, perils and 
pitfalls of fast-lane nightclubbing and the glitter life. 

While the band has singled out “It’s Over” as the album’s most 
radio-friendlytrack — it’s an upbeat, irony-tinged song about kiss¬ 
ing a relationship goodbye — all the Nightlife Casualties songs kick 
butt. Bitterness and jaded attitudes abound in the lyrics, yet far from 
sounding tired and depressing, the songs convey a kind of drugged- 
out delight at everyone and everything being a complete mess. 

The ultimate club-anthem comes in the title track, “Nightlife Ca¬ 
sualty.” Roberts’ lyrics aptly reflect the grind of making the scene: 

“You sashay into a crowded club, everyone knows who you are. 
And they all say, ‘Oh, you look so fine. Let’s go into a bathroom stall 
and do another line.’ Closing time, the lights come on, you’re com¬ 
ing down. Those friends you just made, they slip away. Go on home, 
crawl into bed. When the sun goes down, it starts all over again.” 

Nightlife Casualties marks the true second coming of glam rock. 
It’s no mere imitation of Bowie and other earlier purveyors of glit¬ 
ter sensibilities; though glitter references pervade the lyrics, and ac¬ 
tual glitter flies everywhere during live performances, Blue Period’s 
take on the scene is wholly contemporary, looking squarely at what’s 
happening in clubland these days, and commenting on it with deft 
cynicism, simultaneously glorying in and skewering retro glam 
styles. While each of the album’s ten tracks remarks upon and bows 
to the era of Ziggy Stardust, they’re influenced more by the tenor of 
these times, when everything and everyone seems to be speeding, 
heading for a certain collision, yet bound and determined to grab 
the nose-ring of fame and fortune before the crash. T

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Brock’s

O ff Limits is the latest video 
from raunchy star turned 
raunchy director Chip 
Daniels. He’s got an especially fine 
cast, headed by Brock Masters, 
making his first appearance since 
Daniels’ Time Cops, and this time 
getting the full-blown star treat¬ 
ment he deserves. 

I think. The 1999 Adam Gay 
Video Directory lavished praise 
on Brock’s chiseled body and 
jaunty attitude, but had to ask: Is 
he going to suck dick? Seems the 
ex-Marine Mr. Brock is one of 
those gay-for-pay boys, strictly a 
top. What will transpire? 

After a short introduction we 
meet Jeremy Brooks. He’s snoop¬ 
ing in Brock’s quarters, digging in 
his footlocker, sniffing his jock, 
and hiding in his closet when 
Brock enters to change clothes. 
Naked, Brock bends over the 
trunk to expose for our grateful 
voyeurism his overly ripe ass 
cheeks, below which dangle his 
loose moose balls. Poor Jeremy 
gets a woody. Then Officer Chip 
enters with a letter from Brock’s 
Army buddy on duty in Prague. (I 
guess Chip was in Prague and had 
to find a way to use the footage he 
filmed there). “Looks like it might 
be a love letter, dude,” Chip quips, 
making me feel the scriptwriter 
has taken some liberties with the 
idea of the Army as we’ve gener¬ 
ally known it. The letter tells how 
Brock’s friend was “shacked up 
with a group of Military hunks 
here in the Czech Republic that 
would knock your dick off.” 

And not a moment too soon 
— we’re ten minutes into this 
movie and haven’t seen any sex 
yet. Strangely, I wasn’t too impa¬ 
tient, for I was totally entertained 
by the leering introductory tour 
of Broc.k’s body, and even his dia¬ 
logue scenes. His devil-may-care 
attitude informs the entire video, 
giving the talking scenes the 
quirky feel of improv. The sex is 
like that, too — spontaneous, yet 
exhibitionistic, and like Brock, 
truly pleased with its own sexi¬ 
ness. 

We see the Czechoslovakian 
scene as Brock reads about it and 
begins to jack off. Now, the Czech 
dicks may be big and uncut (they 
belong to Czechs, after all), but 
they’re upstaged by Brock’s (cut) 
piece, which is a ponderous mast 
of broad proportions and im¬ 
placable solidity. Its size and 
weight are cunningly set off by the 
transistor-size speck of pubic hair 
that sits atop this pole — not 
more than four hairs hacked as 
short as polka dots, and sitting as 
unnaturally high above the dick as 
an elephant’s eye, an exclamation 
point popped over a piece of meat 
that is its own hurrah. It’s the first

time, I believe, that a pinch of 
pubic hair has*fever conveyed such 
an affective quality. It’s certainly 
the Best Supporting Pubic Hair 
on a Featured Actor that I’ve seen 
in a long time. 

The scene works us up quite 
effectively, but like several others 
with subsidiary performers, is in¬ 
terrupted by Officer Chip. After 
22 minutes, Off Limits is becom¬ 
ing quite a cock tease. But we cut 
back to the Czechs, those typical¬ 
ly flat-bellied, big-dicked, sandy- 
haired Czechs you’ve been seeing 
in so many movies, and they’re 
fucking everyone nearby as stur¬ 
dily as their standard-issue blank 
Czech personalities will allow.

Things are a little steamier at a 
mechanic’s garage, where Brad 
Hunter crawls out from under a 
Jeep to crawl under Sargeant 
Brock. Hunter may not be quite 
the co-star Brock deserves, but 
gee, Brock has a good time plow¬ 
ing the boy’s rump. We’re used to 
seeing some mighty proficient 
porn stars these days. But it’s in¬ 
frequent that one of them actual¬ 
ly enjoys himself in a big way, and 
that’s what Brock Masters does. 

Regulation dildos 

Meanwhile, Jeremy is snooping 
around Brock’s office. And what 
does he find but exactly what Fed¬ 
eral regulations insist fill the desk 
drawers of its commanding per¬ 
sonnel: dildos. Jeremy goes to 
work right there, on the Sarge’s 
desk. He’s got a pert dick himself, 
with a smooth and tight nutsack, 
and a slightly fuller version of that 
five o’clock-shadow pubic hair 
that seems to be regulation cut in 
this particular Army. Jeremy’s 
dildo is not improbably large.

Brock so clearly relishes Jere¬ 
my’s never-ending boner and the 
deep grinding routine he’s screw¬ 
ing up the boy’s ass that the gay 
for pay question wasn’t entering 
my mind. Will he suck cock? Not 
at least while fucking Jeremy in 
several positions, displaying 
skilled cocksmanship along with 
his dazzling physique and infec¬ 
tious smile.

Too 
many porn editors seem to be au¬ 
ditioning for music videos; this 
artsy showoff is just not an essen¬ 
tial element of porno. Still, you 
can trust Chip Daniels to elicit 
from his cast his own fondly re¬ 
membered, sleazy enjoyment of 
sexuality, which makes him an ac¬ 
tual director, unlike a lot of guys 
with that title who make porn. 

Brock doesn’t suck any dick, 
nor rim nor even kiss anyone. 
And I didn’t care. This is one of 
those issues, like whether Eliza¬ 
beth Schwarzkopf was ever a Nazi, 
where artistry obscures a moral 
issue. And with a body like 
Brock’s, with that cock and its 
couture, along with the man’s 
happy sexuality, he’s okay by me. 
As long as he doesn’t sing, and 
Madam Schwarzkopf doesn’t suck 
cock. Oops, maybe she does. 
Hope she’s as happy having sex 
with boys as Brock Masters is. T
